Driver killed 
after thrown 
in 2-car crash 


A 20-year-old driver died 
early 


Wednesday and his passenger suf- 
fered serious injuries after they were 
thrown hundreds of feet in a two-car 
crash in Schaumburg. 


Police said Nejas Bckirovski of 


West Chicago, was killed and his pas- 
senger, Gezim Adili, 20, also of West 
Chicago, was injured seriously when 
the car they were riding in was struck 
broadside about midnight Tuesday by 
an auto driven by Robert J. Paul, 44, 
of 1459 E. Olive St., Palatine. 


Paul suffered serious injuries in the 


crash on Golf Road at an entrance to 
Woodfield Commons Shopping Center, 
Golf and Meacham roads, police said. 


Witnesses told police Paul was driv- 


ing east on Golf at a high rate of 
speed. Police said no witnesses could 
recall whether the headlights of 
Paul's auto were on before the crash. 


BEKIROVSKI PULLED out of the 


driveway of the shopping center to 
turn west on Golf, police said. His 
auto was struck by Paul's and his 
body and that of his passenger were 
thrown from the wreckage as their 
car spun around.

Schaumburg paramedics found their 


bodies several hundred feet from the 
scene of the crash on the northside of 
Golf Road. Paul's car, which appar- 
ently failed to slow down before strik- 
ing Bekirovski's auto, came to a stop 
300 feet from the site of the crash, 
police said.

Diets are no fun even under the best 


of circumstances. From Thanksgiving 
through Christmas and on into tho 
New Year they can be virtually im- 
possible, even for people who must 
diet for medical reasons. 


Lutheran General Hospital in Pork 


Ridge can help. The hospital offers an 


outpatient counseling service to help 
patients understand, and stick to the 
restricted diet prescribed by their 
doctor. 


CAN A PERSON on a sugar-free, 


low cholesterol or other special diet 
stiU enjoy the holidays? 


"Absolutely," 
-says 
Maureen 


Schwab, outpatient diet counselor at 
Lutheran General. 


"We have, a packet of holiday reci- 


pes we give to persons on a weight 
reduction diet that modifies a lot of 
the season's favorite foods so that 


they're not so caloric. People can cat 
a regular pumpkin pie, only without 
all the sugar," Mrs. Schwab says. 


Outpatient diet counseling will gen- 


erally consist of an initial one-hour 
visit and two half-hour follow up ses- 
sions. Special diet problems may 
mean more follow ups. 


COUNSELORS 
individualize diet 


problems. Merely handing a patient a 
list of gastronomic dos and don'ts will 
not work. 


"The key is to really understand the 


person's food buying and eating habits 


and to show them how the diet fits 
In," Mrs. Schwab says. "For ex- 
ample, we see a lot of people who are 
in business, traveling, entertaining, or 
working at night — it all can.make a 
difference. We're trying to make the 
diet as realistic as possible."

aimed at combating obesity through 
group behavior modification. The goal 
is long-term and permanent weight 
loss, not merely the temporary loss 
of 10 or 15 pounds through a'crash 


diet of one kind or another, says Ei- 
leen Head, nutrition care coordinator 
for Lutheran General. 


"Shaping behavior patterns for the 


obese person includes modifying the 
way they look at food, not keeping 
certain foods around the house and 
changing shopping habits," Ms. Hoad 
says.

They go from one diet to 
another, gaining and losing the same 


five or 10 pounds, with no permanent 
weight loss.

Prime Minister Sulcyman Demirel 


said In Ankara, "The news we are re- 
ceiving from the area is grim, but 
there is no definite death toll." 


Defense Minister Fcrit Melen, how- 


ever, after an emergency cabinet 
meeting said, "Our information is 
that at least 3,000 people died." 


The Turkish radio reported 574 con- 


firmed deaths and interrupted normal 
programming to play funeral music. 


THE TREMOR registered 7.6 on the 


open-ended Rlchtcr scale. 


"No building can resist a quake of 


that strength," said Geo-physicist Ro- 
dolfo Console of the Monteporzlo, 
Italy, observatory. He said it ex- 
ceeded the 12th and highest degree on 
the Mercatt scale. 


It was the strongest tremor since 


the earthquake that reportedly killed 
tens of thousands of persons in 
China's Hopeh Province In July. 


Officials said the towns of Muradiye 


and Delicay were devastated when 
the temblor struck. The towns ore at 
the northern end of Lake Von, close to 
the Iranian border, and about 60 miles 
from Biblical ML Ararat

THE RADIO SAID 95'-per cent-of 


the buildings m Muradiye were dam- 
aged and said 600 of the deaths oc- 
curred there.

The Turkish army, joined by the 


Red Crescent, Turkey's equivalent to 
the Red Cross, mobilized to relieve 
victims In the remote regions jolted 
by tho earthquake. 


Unal Somuncu, director general of 


tho Red Crescent, said, "We suspect 
the death toll unfortunately is quite 
•high and,material damage'is very 
heavy. At this stage, the most impor- 
tant thing is to find those Under the 
debris." 


HE SAID 8,000 tents and a mobile 


hospital have been dispatched to the 
area of single-story dwellings built of 
mud and bricks. 


The Uppsala, Sweden, sclsmological 


institute put the epicenter some SO 
miles from Yerevan, capital of Soviet 
Armenia. But the Soviet news agency 
Tass said only the "echoes" of the 
quake were felt in the Soviet Union.

Swine flu case unproved: doctor 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (UPI) - 


A Missouri health laboratory director 
Wednesday admitted doctors never 
had conclusive proof that a Concordia, 
Mo., telephone linesman was the fall's 
first swine flu victim. 


But Dr. Elmer Spurrier said health 


Investigators still have a "suspicion" 
Larry Hardison, 32, had the illness, 
although the case probably never 
would be confirmed. 


"We don't have a throat swab and 


didn't have an opportunity to get 
any," Spurrier said. 


"We've done what we can do with 


this. It's our suspicion that he prob- 
ably had swine flu. But we need more 
information to evaluate it." 


A TEAM OF medical investigators 


from the Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta, Ga,, and state doctors col- 
lected throat swabs and blood sam- 
ples from 16 persons having influenza 
symptoms in the Concordia area. 
Spurrier said the swabs were being 
tested at the state lab in Jefferson 
City and that the tests would take at 
least two days. 


Despite the widespread publicity the 


swine flu announcement received 
Tuesday, there was very little in- 
crease in the local immunization pro- 
grams. 


In Concordia, the only doctor's of- 


fice in the town of 1,800 said it immu- 


nized about 30 persons Tuesday and a 
few 
more requests were made 


Wednesday. The Lafayette County 
Health department allocated the doc- 
tor 500 to 600 additional doses. 


"They're not coming in in massive 


numbers," a nurse said. 


Jerry Glffen, spokeswoman for the 


state immunization program, said fed- 
eral officials informed her only half of 
the requested 1.2 million emcrgescy 
doses of vaccine would be delivered 
this week. The vaccine which has al- 
ready been received was being dis- 
tributed to public health clinics and 
doctor's offices across, the state 
Wednesday.

Four of the Northwest suburbs' five 


state senators are In tho running for 
the top Republican leadership post in 
the upper chamber of the Illinois Gen- 
eral assembly.

David C. Sha- 
p i r o , n-Amboy, the Republican 
spokesman on tho Senate Education 
Committee. The 25 Republican sena- 
tors will have a dinner caucus Tues- 
day to select their leadership. 


That meeting will decide part of the 


leadership question in the Illinois Sen- 
ate. The Nov. 2 election, besides re- 
moving the minority leader, State 
Sen. William Harris, R-Pontlac, also 
took away Senate Pres. Cedl Partee, 
D-Chlcago. 


B E S I D E S SHAPIRO, Senators 


Bradley Glass, R-Northbrook; David 
J. Regner, R-Mount Prospect; and 
John Nlmrod, R-Glenvlew; are con- 
sidered in the running for the post. 


State Sen. 
J o h n Graham, 


R-Barrington, currently an assistant 
minority leader, said he might end up 
as n compromise candidate. He ap- 
pears to prefer remaining in his pre- 
sent position. 


Glass told The Herald he considers 


himself and Shapiro tho frontrunners 
for the post. However, some senators 
questioned how much time Glass 
planned to devote to the leadership 
post. 


Glass said he will take a lengthy 


leave of absence from his law prac- 
tice, which includes serving as Pain- 
bno village attorney. 


Nlmrod, who generally Is regarded 


as a dark horse in the race, traveled 
around the state Tuesday meeting 
with other senators seeking their sup- 
port. 


"Ho has been all over the place and 


I expect he will get one vote — his 
own," ono senate colleague said. 


ON THE DEMOCRATIC side the 


leadership question appears unde- 
cided. The Democrats, who control 
the Senate, might caucus as early as 
Dec. 15 to pick a senate president. 


The situation threatens to repeat the 


circumstances which saw the creation 
of the so-called Crazy 8 — a bloc of 
Independent Democrats opposed to 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley. The 
group, which includes State Sen. BUI 
Morris, D-Waukcgon, opposes the 
election of State Sen. Richard M. Da- 
loy. the mayor's son, to the leadership 
position. 


Tho independents may continue to 


promote the candidacy of State Sen. 
Terry Bruce, D-Olney, to be senate 
president, but Morris said no firm de- 
cision has been made. 


"We will have to got our act togeth- 


er by next week," Morris added. Offi- 
cial action on the leadership will not 
come until Jan. 12 when the 80th Gen- 
eral Assembly convenes, but efforts 
will be made to wrap up selections on 
both sides before then. 


GLASS SAID HE SEES the two 


main jobs of the GOP leaders as 
working with Governor-elect James 
R. Thompson and laying the ground- 
work for tho 1978 election in hopes of 
recapturing tho majority In the sen- 
ate.

Handcuffed to a girl? 
These pros have picked 
a field that's all locked up 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


Prank Barnott may not have the 


key to jour heart, but If there's a lock 
on it he can cither break in or mako a 
new key for It. 


Barnctt and others of the locksmith 


profession arc handy that way. They 
are constantly rescuing tho helpless 
who nro locked In, locked out or even 
locked up, 


"Talk about crazy things," said 


Barnctt, owner of Active Lock and 
Key, Oil Lee St., DCS Plalncs, "no one 
ices crazy things like we do. We sea 
people In situations when they are 
just not themselves." 


A COUl'LC of years ago, Barnctt 


was startled out of a sound sleep ear* 
ly on a Saturday morning by a frantic 
telephone call. He, like most area 
locksmiths, provides 24-liour-servlco 
and makes house calls. 


"This young folia just told me to get 


over to his apartment right away. I 
got over there and found him hand- 
cuffed to a girl. It was his way of 
making sure she'd stay the night, but 
In tho morning, they couldn't find the 
key," ho said. "It was embarrassing 
for them, but really pretty funny." 


Tho usual, run-of-tbc-mlll calls for 


any locksmith include helping people 
break into their cars or houses when 
they've locked their keys inside and 
locked themselves out. 


"It's a helpless, stupid feeling. It 


happens to everyone at one time or 
another. You're staring through the 
windows into your car or house, look- 
Ing at the keys you locked in there 
and you can't get at them," said John 
P. L>don, owner of Arlington Lock 
and Key, 1721 N. Patton Avc., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


LOCKSMITHS also arc called on to 


change door locks when a house has 
been burglarized, when homeowners 
have lost their keys and even when a 
couple Is seeking a divorc and wants 
to lock each other out. 


"Some of the things we get calls on 


are unhappy. Ladles who arc getting 
a divorce call us to come and change 
the locks on their house. We get there 
and the husband is yelling at her and 
at us," Barnctt sold. 


"One time, a husband came after 


me with a shotgun. I was out there 
just because his wife had called mo. 
But, I just got my tools together and 
left quick," he sold. 


Local police departments oven have 


come to locksmiths for help. It hap- 
pened to Barnott five months ago 
when tho landlord of an apartment 
building In unincorporated Maine 
Township told Cook County Sheriffs 
police one of his tenants was missing. 


nARNETT WAS hired by police to 


spring tho lock on tho apartment 
door, revealing the tenant was dead 
Inside. 


"Most of our calls are harmless, 


though. It seems like wo never get the 
calls until after the fact. People usu- 
ally are In a panic. They realize 
they've dropped their keys down a 
garbage disposal or toilet, or that 
their child has swallow cd a key," 
Barnctt said. 


Many of tho emergencies locksm- 


iths are asked to assist with result 
from carelessness, Lydon said. • 


"A couple of years ago, I had a lady 


who locked herself Into a walk-In 
closet while she was getting ready to 
go out to a party. Tho closet door had 
a safety lock on it to protect her 
clothes and valuables, and the lock 
jammed after the door shut behind 
her," Lydon said. 


"I'VE HAD TOTS who have locked 


their mothers out of tha car. The 


mother loaves the baby In the car for 
a minute with the keys In the ignition. 
She comes back to find the kid has 
pushed the door locks down," he said. 


There have even been times when 


customers have locked themselves out 
of their house or car a second time, 


only minutes after the locksmith has 
left. 


"That's when it starts to cost mon- 


ey. We get the weirdest calls at night 
when an extra $15 or $20 is added to 
the regular charge for house calls," 
said Rene Goossens, manager of the 
A-AIarm Lock and Safe^Service, 28 W. 
Busse Ave., Mount Prospect. 


"Some people are security freaks. 


They are just scared to death that 
someone will break Into their house, 
so they have us Install all sorts of 
locks on their doors," he said. "Then, 


• (hey lose their keys and lock them- 
selves out." 


LOCKSMITHS SAY they make hun- 


dreds of duplicate keys each year — 
between emergency calls — the some 
keys that people haphazardly lose or 
misplace. 


So, it's a never-ending battle to get 


people out of jams, get them into 
places and give them a secure, little 
niche in suburbia. 


"And we get a pretty good look at 


human nature while we're doing it," 
Barnett said.

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Costly air pollution study useless 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A $22 mil- 


Uon government air pollution study 
turned out to be worthless because 
time and money pressures caused the 
researchers to use shoddy scientific 
methods, congressional Investigators 
sold Wednesday. 


The five-year Environmental Pro- 


tection Agency study was supposed to 
find out exactly what levels of air pol- 
lution from automobiles, power plants 
and similar sources of pollutants have 


on adverse impact on public health. 


The study, called the Community 


Health and Environmental Surveil- 
lance System, was to be used by the 
EPA in writing rules restricting pollu- 
tion. 
• 


"IN THE DRIVE for results, the pro- 


gram did not adhere to standards of 
quality control, validation of methods, 
cross-checking of data and calibration 
of Instruments required in such re- 
search," said a report from the House 


environment subcommittee. 


"The. results present a picture of a 


program pressured by EPAy manage- 
ment-imposed time constraints . to 
meet legislated mandates for promul- 
gating new standards, hampered by 
inadequate mechanisms to detect and 
correct mechanical' problems and 
•handicapped by budgetary and man- 
.agement restrictions placed on the 
'program after it was well under 
way." 


South scores big hike in population 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Led by 


heavy growth in the South, the U.S. 
population Increased by nearly 10 mil- 
lion during the first half of tills dec- 
ade to total 213.1 million persons as of 
July 1, 1975, the Census Bureau re- 
ported Wednesday. 


It said the South registered more 


than half of the impact, gaining 5.3 
million of the nation's 9.8 million total 
population growth from 1970 to 1975, 
partly because millions of Americans 
moved to Dixie from other region?. 
Illinois lost 350,000 persons. 


The provisional half-decade census 


said there were 213.1 million Ameri- 
cans on July 1, 1975, compared to 
203.3 million on April 1,1970. 


THE SOUni'S population Increase 


surpassed that of the other three 
geographic regions combined. The 
West added 3 million persons; North 
Central states, 1.1 million; and the 
Northeast, only 400,000. 


The report said much — but by no 


means all — of the South'* gain de- 
rives from heavy residential migra- 
tion into Florida, which drew 1.4 mil- 
lion residents from other states during 
the reporting period. 


By comparison, it said, Florida's 


traditional sun state rivals —Califor- 
nia and Texas — each netted only 
400,000 new residents from migration. 


TF/iat a coup! 
V-l buss bomb 
taken from town 


MILFOHD. -111. .(UPI) - 
Park' 


board members have sadly acknowl- 
edged somebody ripped off their 
World War II German' V-l buzz bomb. 


The V-l, minus 'Its inner mecha- 


nisms and explosives, was brought to 
the town by the local American Le- 
gion In 1958 when their first choice of 
war trophies, a vintage bomber, was 
too big to move from Chanute Air 
Force Base. 


Tho cross-channel rocket was put on 


display In tho village park and be- 
came something of a landmark In this 
Iroquols County town of 1,700 some 60 
miles south of Chicago. 


IT WAS THE town's pride and Joy. 
Last year, two men came to Mllford 


with an official-looking letter saying 
they were to take the V-l to Wright- 
Patterson museum In Ohio for restor- 
ation. 


"They (Mllford residents) thought' 


we would get It all fixed up and have 
original markings on It and original 
swastlkai on it and really have some- 
thing." said Dick Barker, president of 
the park I 


. The traditional flow of new resi- 
dents into Florida was matched this 
reporting period by a new trend of mi- 
gration into other Southern states as 
well. 


"IT IS THIS migration into the re- 


maining states of the South which is 
the most striking phenomenon of the 
past five years," the report said! 


The Census Bureau said New York 


lost more residents to emigration — 
about 500,000 — than any other state 


beteen 1970 and 1975. It said Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and Michigan lost more 
than 100,000 each. 
' Only Rhode Island, New York and 
the District of Columbia suffered an 
over-all population decline, in which 
emigration and losses due to death 
were not offset by immigration and 
births. 


The populations of 12 other North- 


eastern and North Central states were 
described as "largely static." 


Subcommittee Chairman George E. 


Brown, D-Callf., said identifying, the 
impact of industrial and automobile 
pollution "demands ... the highest 
quality" of research. 


"That is what we are pushing for, 


and, unfortunately, that Is not what 
we found," Brown said. 


THE STUDY was of ."virtually no 


quantitative value due to problems 
and mistakes in carrying out the proj- 
ect," the report said. 


Brown's committee cleared the 


EPA study, however, of charges 
made in published reports earlier this 
year that It suffered from "hanky 
panky" and its data had been deliber- 
ately distorted. 


"Wo find that there are no bad guys 


Involved here," Brown said. "The 
basic problem is a lack of scientific 
information. There was a very poor 


> scientific process which needs to be 
improved." 


Brown said there is "ample blame" 


for everyone, including Congress, for 
what happened. 


One way to Improve the situation 


would be to pay scientists more, 
Brown said. As it now stands, he said, 
the EPA cannot compete with the pri- 
vate market for top doctors'to study 
health impacts.

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Descendants of Pilgrims 
give thanks and remember

Thanksgiving has a meaning that Is 


II generations deep for Eileen Mos-' 
chcl. She will-do today what her an- 
cestor, Francis Cooke, did In 1621 — 
give thanks for the Lord's many 
blessings. 


Cooke was among tho 102 pilgrims 


who left their English homeland to 
find religious freedom and a better 
life in the New World. Thclr's was n 
simple dinner of pheasant and fruit 
335 years ago to thank the Lord for a 
wilderness that had prospered. 


Although tho holiday today is one of 


delectable dishes and television foot- 
ball for most persons, Thanksgiving 
remains part of a heritage for descen- 
dants of the Mayflower Pilgrims. 


IT is A HERITAGE: that runs 


through your wins, says Mrs. Mos- 
clwl, US N. Forest Avc., Mount Pros- 
pect, "and helps you to understand 
tho spirit and conviction tliat the Pil- 
grims must have had to pioneer a new 
land." 


"Thanksgiving is very special to me 


because my ancestor was a port of it. 
We have our turkey dinner lik* every- 
one else, but I have that good feeling 
deep inside that someone in my fami- 
ly was part of that first one," she 
said. 


There arc I6,non persons in tho 


United States who have traced their 
ancestral lines to the Pilgrims of that 
Plymouth, Mass., colony and who are 
members of the General Society of 
Mayflower Descendants. 


The Illinois chapter of the national 


organization conducts one of its two 
yearly meetings the week before 
Thanksgiving, allowing members to 
exchange boastfully information on 
the roles thdr ancestors played in the 
founding of America. 


"FRANCIS COOKE WAS a farmer 


with a wife, Hester, and five children. 
He survived the scurvy and fever that 
killed off half tho Pilgrims the first 
year," said Mrs. Moschcl, reading 
from one of the many books she's col- 
lected to research her family's place 
in history. 


"I was always interested in history, 


nnd tracing my ancestry to the Pil- 
grims just made It more exciting for 
me," she said. 


Mrs. Moschcl was raised on tales of 


groat - great - grandparents w h o 
helped to pioneer tho frontier. She de- 
cided five years ago to trace her fom-

ily trco through her father's family 
at Chicago's Newbury Library and 
discovered her ties to Francis Cooke. 


Since then, she has become an officer 


for the Illinois chapter of the Society 
of Mayflower Descendants and a re- 
gent of the Arlington Heights-Ell Skin- 
ner chapter of tiro Daughters of the 
American Revolution. Both organiza- 
tions require proof of family lineage 
before granting membership. '• • 


"I THINK there arc many more. 


people who have ties to the past and 
don't know It. It's not an cosy thing 
to research because names. change 
and people die off. Records on a per- 
son's genealogy are almost never 
complete," she said. 


But 
records 
proved 
complete 


enough for Florence Parkhurst, 420 
W. Palatine Rd., Palatine, who dis- 
covered 10 years ago that she was a 
descendant of Stephen Hopkins and 
William Brcwster. 


Both men were Pilgrims who signed 


the Mayflower Compact, which estab- 
lished a set of rules for governing the 
Plymouth colony. ' 


"I know that Hopkins served as an 


ambassador to the Indians. There was 
one Indian named Squanto who spoke 


English nnd was interpreter," said 
Mrs. Pnrkhurst, a Mayflower Society 
member and president of the Palatine 
Historical Society. 


"HOPKINS BROUGHT gifts for the 


Indians wh'o, in turn, gave the- Pil- 
grims tobacco and cornseeds. He was 
a fine diplomat for the colony and a 
good farmer," Mrs. Parkhurst said of 
her seventh great-grandfather. 


William Brewster, her ninth great- 


grandfather, was a preacher "who 
helped settle the land," according to 
records kept at that time by William 
Bradford, Governor of Plymouth. 


"I'm very proud of my ancestors. 


You have a wonderful closeness to 
history knowing you are a descendant 
of someone like that," she said. 


• "I have four granddaughters, and I 
tell them all about their heritage and 
tell'them they should be proud that 
they come from people like William 
Brewster and Stephen Hopkins," Mrs. 
Parkhurst said. 


SHE 
AND MANY 
Mayflower 


Society members frequently visit the 
early East Coast settlements, such as 
Plymouth and Jamestown, where 
their ancestors lived and died. 


The names like Newcomb and Heed 


that appear and then fade from their 
family trees can bo found in old 
records, on crumbling tombstones and 
in history texts. 


"My ancestor was Degory Priest 


who came over on the Mayflower. He 
wasn't anyone special. Just a man 
with a family who came to moke a 
life for himself in the New World. But 
ho died early, just a year after the 
Pilgrims landed," said James M. 
Grady, 116 S. Albert St., Mount Pros- 
pect. 


Grady is the 12th generation of 


those early framers. He joined the 
Mayflower Society this year after ver- 
ifying his ancestral lines. 


"IT'S A LOT OF fun tracing and 


learning about tho history of your 
family. I get a big kick out of it," he 
said. 


"I guess it all has a special mean- 


ing at this time of year when you 
think about the life the Pilgrims led 
and the way they braved the cold win- 
ters, the pestilence and the Indians," 
Grady said. 


"It not only gives you something to 


be proud of. It gives you something to 
be thankful for."

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Walker opposes state, pay raise

Gov. Danlol Wnlkcr Wednesday 


threatened tlio Irnnqullity of the tran- 
sition to tlio Thompson administration 
by arguing against a pay Increase (or 
iho new governor and tho Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly. 


Walker also rapped Governor-elect 


James R. Thompson for saying he 
would support a "modest" pay in- 
crease. Walker sold such a move 
would "only open the flood gates and 
cause a chain reaction that will only 
load to'a tax Increase." 


The lamcduck governor had been si- 


lent on reports that salary increase 
legislation would bo introduced before 
the legislature adjourns next month. 
Walker aides said Wednesday morn- 
ing tho governor had no position, but 
retracted tho statement at midday. 


THE DEVELOPMENT cast some 


doubt on how much peace might exist 
between Walker and Thompson who 
linto pledged to have a close working 
relationship during the transition to 
the new Republican administration. 


Doth men agreed to oppose any at- 


tempt to override Walker vetoes on 
spending measures, a move thai 
would preserve Walker's no tux in- 
crease pledge and give Thompson 
some fiscal flexibility when he takes 
office in January. 


The governor's opposition to the pay 


Increase also cast some' doubt on 
whether any legislation to boost sala- 
ries will be presented to the Illinois 
General Assembly.

Aaron Jaffc, 


D-Skokic, one of the announced sup- 


porters of a pay raise effort, said 
Walker's support was a crucial factor 
in any decision to introduce such leg-.

Jaffc said Wednesday he would 


have to consult with other legislators, 
review Thompson's remarks and talk

"He is the one who would sign the 


legislation if it is introduced or 
passed. I think we might have to look 
at how many votes are needed to 
override any veto," Jaffe said. 


Jaffe and State Rep. Charles Fleck, 


R-Chicngo, indicated lost week they 
may ask an increase in lawmakers' 
salaries from $20,000 per year to 
$35,000 and a boast in the governor's 
salary from $50,000 to $75,000 or 
$100,000. 


NO LEGISLATION was introduced 


to raise the salaries. Tho lawmakers 
would have to puss a pay raise before 
they end their current session. State 
law prohibits them from voting on 
their own salaries once the new ses- 


slon of the Illinois General Assembly 
begins in January.

Walker challenged Thompson to 


state specifically how much of a raise 
he would approve for himself, other 
state officials, judges and the legisla- 
tors. 


Thompson said he does not believe 


anyone should be forced to make fi- 
nancial sacrifices year after year just 
because they chose to serve the pub- 
lic. He did not offer any specific sug- 
gestions for salary increases he 
would support.

Today it is traditional for a 


newspaper editorial to tell its 
readers why they should be 
thankful in an imperfect world. 


Such editorials normally cata- 


log many of life's good tilings — 
our relative prosperity, our con- 
tinued ability to bo kind to one 
another, the smooth functioning 
of our democratic institutions — 
and conjure the picture of tradi- 
tional family bliss. 


Seldom do those reflections 


note that even the troubles 
which afflict the world arc rea- 
sons to give thanks, not tilings to 
be ignored because they might 
spoil the holidays. 


This Thanksgiving is the first 


in many years in which the 
country is not sorely afflicted/ 
The economy, though still sha- 
ky, seems to be recovering; Wa- 
tergate is truly behind us; and 
for at least this brief period 
there is almost no war in the 
world. 


Such a Thanksgiving may be 


the best time to reflect on the 
benefits even the world's sev- 
erest problems bring. 


Trouble, either in the form 


that it afflicts families and indi- 
viduals or in the way it shakes 
nations, may in fact be one of 
the greatest blessings we have. 


On an Individual level, each 


person tests and finds his or her 
own strength mostly in times of 
crisis. It is while sitting up with 
a sick baby that parents dis- 
cover the meaning of parental 
love.

strength. 


For nations, the severest tests 


can be the best ways to reaffirm 
the power of institutions. The 
American Civil War pushed this 
country's system to the breaking 
point, and it survived.

age. 


Christians will recognize the 


idea of being thankful for trou- 
bles as a valid one. Jesus was, 
after all, tested in the wilderness 
and without this test could not 
have proved his strength. 


Existentialists will say all of 


life is the struggle against diffi- 
culty, that without trouble life 
has no meaning. 


If this Thanksgiving we do 


pause to reflect on life's strug- 
gles, It need not be with the 
"every-cloud-has-a-silver-lining" 
type optimism. ' 


Nor should the reflection hin- 


der gratitude for life's good 
things. Close knit families that 
are gathered together may be 
grateful for each other's pres- 
ence. Those whose lives are run- 
ning smoothly have much for 
which to give thanks. 


However, a completely un- 


troubled life, for either an indi- 
vidual or a nation, would not 
force the building of a reserve of 
strength and character. 


Better — and worse — days lie 


ahead. We can this Thanksgiv- 
ing be glad we >have survived 
enough trials to know we have 
the strength to face many more.

Thanksgiving in the political world 


Is a curious time. Politicians, like 
many other humans, enjoy holidays, 
but sometimes for different reasons. 
- Those who were successful in the 
election a few weeks ago can give 
thanks for their victories. Those who 
lost can be glad it Is all over. 


The losers can also be thankful If 


they did not run up a big campaign 
debt 


Patronage workers beholden to po- 


litical bosses for their jobs can be 
thankful if they turned out the vote. If 
they didn't, they can be thankful that 
the inauguration is still six weeks off. 
Hunting for jobs in the dead of winter 
can be dreadful. Frostbite does not ig- 
nore the less fortunate. 


Thanksgiving marks a breathing 


spell for most government officials. It 


is the traditional time for the public 
mood to turn to other things. 


The halls of government can be left 


alone, while the trees of light, 
wreaths of hope and other charitable 
efforts dominate the public's mind. 


The relief will be shortlived. Soon 


the public will be back trying to carve 
up the leaders of government much as 
they cut up the bird at their holiday 
feast. 


Soon the time comes when the pub- 


lic starts to use the word "turkey" as 
a less than fond synonym for those 
who congregate in the legislative 
chambers. This development usually 
occurs about the time the 1040's drop 
through the mail slot. 


The public can be thankful too, in a 


political sense. The holiday offers a 
chance for government officials to 
junket. While this is usually at the 
taxpayers' expense, the 
situation 


leaves little time for formulating new 
schemes to further burden the public. 


OK program for vets 


A proposal by Mount-Prospect 


officials to train and find jobs 
for Northwest suburban disabled 
veterans as communication op- 
erators should be approved by 
the Cook County Board.

operators' training program is 
designed to educate disabled 
veterans In radio operations and 
eventually to place them in posi- 
tions with communications net- 
works throughout the suburbs.

nity Hospital are prepared to be- 
gin helping the veterans. 


We approve of the program, 


primarily because it would give 
d i s a b l e d veterans a better 
chance for employment, but also 
because it would free fire and 
police personnel, who now man 
radios, for their normal duties. 


The program is estimated to 


cost $14,000, an investment we' 
feel will pay for itself within a 
short time. 


Atlantis still elusive 


What we didn't need to be told, 


at the beginning of this Christ- 
mas season, was that one of our 
favorite stories is only a myth. 


For centuries, the world has 


dreamed of discovering the lost 
city of Atlantis. The city was re- 
ported to have been destroyed in 
a volcanic eruption and a 50- 
foot tidal wave in the second 
millcnium before Christ.

for 13 months, looking for traces 
of Atlantis. The study showed 
"nothing whatsoever there to be 


( found. Everything is covered in 
' lava and nothing can ever be 
found," Cousteau reported. 


The Frenchman attributed the 


ancient story about Atlantis to 


- the writing of Plato and said he 
did not believe the story had 
basis in fact. 


Cousteau did find traces of 


lava, a sunken • wall, 15 ship- 
wrecks and a lot of trinkets. We 
prefer to think that Atlantis is 
still there, somewhere nearby, 
eluding oven the most skillful of 
our modern day explorers.

One year ago on Nov. 24, 1975, the headline on the front page of 


The Herald read: "Area teenage pregnancies jump 33 per cent." 
This year on Nov. 9 and 10, you have run some more articles 
which tell us the problem is.still with us. My question is, "Are the 
solutions being applied valid?" 


The program offered by the high school district sounds wise and 


compassionate, but definitely at variance with suggestions from 
the Crossroads Clinic. The clinic is still calling for more informa- 
tion on birth control methods, whereas the high school representa- 
tive said the girls have all the information now that they need. It 
seems that the clinic has failed to accept that during this past 10 
year period when there has been an explosion of information avail-. 
able on sex education and birth control methods, there has not 
been a decline, but rather a staggering increase in teenage preg- 
nancies. Obviously, this Is not the answer. 


I have been involved in various youth ministries most of my 


adult life starting back in 1951, when I was president of the South- 
ern California Regular Baptist youth. I have been a pastor for. 
nearly 20 years. I would like to offer three suggestions I think 
would help many of our young people more than the programs now 
being promoted. These hnvo characterized my ministry. 


First: A commitment to high standards of Biblical morality. We 


should not bo offering to our young people the means whereby they 
can nvolrl being cmiRlit, 1ml rnttior, the challenge of self-restraint 
and the sanctity of Hex within lltt proper role in marriage. The girl 
who becomes praRiinnl nccdo n IIIOHHIIRO of forgiveness, love and 
companion. (So <loon llio liny, hut too often ho Is not caught). But 
neither need to bo loltl In offset, "U'n too bud ymi got caught." • 


Secondly, nn mnphimlit upon wlroiw family tics. The clinic cm- 


phnslrcd a yonr nun Hint tlm (ilil'n fmnlly should have nothing to 
say about her dcelnlmi on nliortlon. Tills, nftor acknowledging that 
the problems tit Iwnm wort) n conti Hinting factor. But why not help 
her seek n roconclllnllim with hur fnmlly ond take her proper 
place of Hubmliiitlon to purontiil nutlmrlty? No wonder so many 
children born under HIOHU drenmiUnnces become delinquent them- 
selves loter on. Their motlmra never learned how to properly fit 
into their own fnmlly titructuro. 


And, thirdly, a strong opposition to the sensual Influences that 


are so pervasive in our noddy mid Influence the young people to 
such a great extent. Moat movies, magazines and a great deal of 
what is on TV are very guilty in this regard. The Herald too is 
certainly culpable in this matter as seen In the Nov. 12 issue when 
almost the entire first page of the second section was given over to 
a promotional article on a* porno movie actress and director. Not 
one bit of news was Involved. It was pure puffery. 


One more point Is this: in my nearly 20 years as a pastor, I have 


never had an unwed mother among those who were active in any 
of my churches.

An all-turkey dinner?

WASHINGTON (UPT) - An organi- 


zation named American Vegetarians 
is celebrating Thanksgiving this year 
by sponsoring "Turkey Liberation" 
dinners in some 50 cities. 


Additionally, for vegetarians who 


plan to dine in, it is making available 
"meatless Thanksgiving recipes" that 
include such dishes as garbanzo cro- 
quettes, lentil tomato loaf and stuffed 
grape leaves. 


The grape leaf dish sounded espe- 


cially good to me, mainly because it 
Is so easy to carve. But I got to think- 
ing there probably are some citizens 
who are strict meatarians and who 
would appreciate a "soybean liber- 
ation" dinner. 


Fortunately for them, there are a 


number of vegetable substitutes avail- 
able. Certain types of meat prepared 
in certain ways can be made to simu- 
late both the taste and texture of cer- 
tain vegetables. 


Here, for anyone who might be 


planning an all-turkey dinner, arc a 
few vegetableless Thanksgiving reci- 
pes: 


MASHED TURKEY 
(Potato Substitute) 


1 turkey 
13 oz. butter 
7 cups warm milk 
4 ozs. artificial potato flavoring 
Boll white meat of turkey until ten- 


der (about two days). Mash until all 


lumps disappear. Add milk, butter 
and flavoring. Serves 27. 


CRANTURKEY SALAD 


1 turkey 
6 tbsps. red food coloring 
2 cups mayonnaise 
4 ozs. artificial cranberry flavoring 


Bone turkey and place meat in 


blender until thoroughly homogenized. 
Add coloring and flavoring and heat 
over low flame. Allow to cool to room 
temperature. Roll turkey meat into 
balls about the size of marbles. Top 
with mayonnaise and put in refrig- 
erator until time for serving. Serves 
14. 


TURKEY PEAS 


1 turRey 
6 tbsps. green food coloring 
2 Ibs. salt pork 
4 ozs. artificial pea flavoring 


Run turkey meat through grinder 


and roll into balls about the size of 
mistletoe berries. Place In pan with 
salt pork and cover with water. Add 
coloring and flavoring and cook at 
medium heat 5-7 mins. Season to 
taste. Serves 11. 


TURKEY GRITS 


1 turkey 
»s Ib. butter 
4 ozs. artificial grit flavoring 
Grind uhitc turkey meat into balls 


about the size of shad roe. Place in 
pan, add flavoring and allow to stand 
30 mins. Cook over low heat 4 hrs. 
Add butter and season to taste. Serves 
108.

TWA on-time ads 
must stop: judge 


A Civil Aeronautics Board judge ordered Trans World Airlines 


Wednesday to stop calling itself the "on-timo airline" and to spend 
S1.6 million telling the public previous claims to that effect were 
wrong. The order from Administrative Law Judge Ronnie A. Yo- 
der Is not a final ruling, since the full CAB must make an ultimate 
decision on the matter. A TWA official said the airline disputes 
Voder's findings and will ask the board to overturn them. "TWA 
advertising is entirely lawful and neither misleads the public nor- 
makes any unfair representation vls-a-vls any other carrier," 
th« official said. "TWA will appeal to the CAB the law judge's 
decision." If the board accepts Voder's ruling, TWA will be pro- 
hibited from referring to itself as the "on-time airline" or using 
any similar description. 


Inflationary Carter-era predicted 


Most bankers surveyed by the First National Bank of Chicago 


believe a Carter administration will mean greater inflation for the 
nation, the bank said Wednesday. The survey was conducted 
among 687 persons attending First National's recent 30th annual 
conference of bank correspondents. Of those responding to a ques- 
tion asking what "I believe the recent election of Governor Carter 
will result In," 63 per cent answered "greater inflation;" 13 per 
cent said "slower real growth," 24 per cent replied by marking 
"neither of the preceding." Forty-nine per cent believed the an- 
nual rate of inflation in the U.S. economy between now and this 
time next year would be between 4 and 6 per cent, and almost an 
equal number, 46 per cent of those responding, believed the rate 
would be between 6 and B per cent. Only 2 per cent thought it 
would be below 4 per cent, and 3 per cent thought it would be 
.above 8 per cent. 


Arco buys British Observer 


The Atlantic Richfield Oil Co. said Wednesday it has completed 


an agreement to purchase the Observer, a respected British Sun- 
day newspaper. An Arco official said the price would not be an- 
nounced. The U.S. oil giant Intends to retain the paper's staff and 
policies, Arco Chairman Robert 0. Anderson, said. "Our intention 
is solely to provide support for the Observer, one of the world's 
outstanding newspapers," Anderson said in a statement made pub- 
lic by Arco. 


Oil kings mum on price hike 


Arab Oil Ministers ended a two-day meeting Wednesday appar- 


ently without reaching a common stand on the size of a proposed 
Increase in oil prices. Sheikh Abdel Aziz Ben Hamad Al Than!, 
Finance and Oil minister of Qatar, told the Qatar! News Agency 
the meeting's results were "fruitful" and "will have deep effects, 
on the future of the region." 


But when asked about the price Increase the-Organization of 


Petroleum Exporting Countries is expected to decide Dec. 20 at Its 
meeting in Qatar, Thanl said, "OPEC's committee of economic, 
experts issued a price recommendation based purely on economic 
studies after Its recent meeting In Vienna." OPEC has not made 
public the experts' recommendation, but oil industry sources and 
Arab press reports have estimated It between IS and 20 per cent. 


Farmers to ask grain price help 


Leaders of the National Farmers Union will urge President-elect 


Jimmy Carter's administration to move quickly early next year to 
increase price support floors for 1977- grain crops, an NFU official 
said Wednesday. "And I think they'll do it," NFU National Sec. 
Robert C. Lewis predicted in an interview. Lewis noted that Car- 
ter publicly advocated an Increase In wheat supports during the 
campaign.

•tores since they cash more than 60 per cent of all consumer 
checks, said John Johnson, executive vice president of the associ- 
ation.

Stability'has asked National for data 
on production, costs, profits and ex- 
pected sales-in connection with the 
price increase it announced Wednes- 
day with an effective date of Dec. 1. 


Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp. said 


Wednesday the price of certain of its 
stainless products will go up Jan. 1. 
Allegheny Ludlum Steel Corp., the 
10th 
largest 
producer, announced 


Monday a similar 6 per cent increase 
on its stainless products, effective 
Jan. 1. An official with U.S. Steel 
Corp. said he knew of no price in- 
creases planned by the nation's largest 
steel producer. 


"WE ARE SURPRISED by Nation- 


al's decision since it does not appear 
that .demand' for steel products is 
strong enough to sustain a price in- 
crease at this time," Council Director 
William Lilley III said in a statement. , 


"The current situation is similar to 


that which existed only last August 
when market conditions forced steel 
producers to rescind an even smaller 
price increase planned at that time." 


Lilley said the council would submit 


a report on its findings to the Presi- 
dent as soon as possible. 


Steel manufacturing was well below 


capacity in October and was one of 
the primary reasons for the biggest 
drop in industrial production since the 
recession ended In early 1975. 


If National's price increase holds, it 


would be the third major increase in 
the industry's steel prices in less than 
two years.

OPEC reportedly has delayed its 


formal meeting in Qatar to Dec. 20 
from Dec. 5. Iraqi sources Insisted on 
a 25 per cent increase and Algeria 15 
per cent. The West'has warned a 
sharp increase would trigger world- 
wide inflation.

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Bob Kennedy took charge of the 


Chicago Cubs' -baseball operations 
Wednesday and immediately an- 
nounced a switch In field managers, 
replacing Jim Marshall with 63-year- 
old Herman Franks. 


Marshall, 44, was notified at his 


home in Scottsdale, Ariz., by tele- 
phone Tuesday night that his contract 
would not be renewed. The notifica- 
tion came less than eight hours after 
Kennedy contacted Franks from the 
home of club owner and President 
Philip K. Wrigley in Lake Geneva, 
Wis., to give hlm-the job. 


"I know when you take a job like 


this, there are always changes, and 
I'm sure If we don't do the job, 
there'll be changes and I'll be on the 
outside looking in," Kennedy said, ad- 
ding it was his decision to replace 
Marshall. 


KENNEDY, WHO WAS head coach 


of the Cubs for 2V4 years during the 
60s, said his new job directing all 
baseball departments, Including play- 
er procurement, scouting and train- 
ing, was the realization of "a boyhood 
dream." 


But he said he would have nothing 


to do with field operation of the team, 
leaving that to Franks. "We'll collabo- 
rate In naming the coaches," he said. 


Franks managed the San Francisco 


Giants to four second place finishes in 
the National League, and was Kenne- 
dy's first and only choice to succeed 
Marshall. 


"HE'S AN EXCELLENT baseball 


man and I don't think his age is a 
factor In his case," Kennedy said.

Kennedy, who played for five major 


league teams, began his managerial 
career under Franks when the latter 
owned the Salt Lake City baseball 
team. 


Kennedy believed the Cubs, who 


had a 75-87 won-lost record the last 
two seasons, should play at .500 or 
better in 1977, but warned, "There's 
not going to be a miracle in one year. 
It's going to take some time." 


Though he said he was not well ac- 


quainted with the Cubs' personnel, he 
said there was "enough talent to be 
representative." 


"I DIDN'T SEE the Cubs last year, 


but I know we need a shortstop, a 
catcher, a power hitter and a left- 
handed pitcher, but any club in base- 
ball is looking for the same thing." 


Kennedy said he was "not In accord 


with paying millions of dollars" to 
sign free agents because "I don't 
think anybody ever won a war with a 
bunch of mercenaries." 


His primary objective with the 


Cubs, he said, would be to build up 
the scouting system, which he termed 
"inadequate," with the idea of im- 
proving the quality of the farm sys- 
tem. The club will add one rookie 
team to its farm system next year. 


There's no "deadline," he said, for 


him and Franks to produce a winner 
with the Cubs. "If Herman can do the 
job, if we both can do the job, we'll 
stay," he said. 


KENNEDY DID NOT sign a con- 


tract, and his arrangement with 
Franks called for a one-year contract. 


"I'm going to be my own man," he 


said. "I will have complete control of 
the baseball operation and if I talk to 
anybody, it will be ownership." 


Ernie Banks, the Cubs' home run 


star of the past two decades who has 
been batting instructor with the farm 
teams, will remain with the club, 
Kennedy said, but his position would 
not be established "until I find out 
' what he is doing now."

House designs to match buyer desires 


by LYNN ASINOF 


When children born during the post-World War II "baby boom" 


hit school age, schools expanded. When they hit college age, col- 
leges expanded. 


Now they are becoming homebuycrs, and the housing industry is 


expecting to expand. But to satisfy the demand, industry spokes- 
men say housing Is going to have to be better designed, more 
creatively financed and more consumer oriented. 


The reason is the splrallng cost of construction, continuing in- 


flation and the fact that most persons want to live in attractive, 
single-family, homes. 


BUILDERS HAVE to build what buyers want to make a housing 


project'work, architect John D. Bloodgood of Des Plaines, told the 
Building and Construction Exposition. He said most buyers want a 
good-looking house with three bedrooms, two baths, low mainte- 
nance and some kind of outside living. 
. "That kind of appeal doesn't always have to result in single- 
family," Bloodgood Said, noting that double-courtyard or double- 
patio homes are viable alternatives. 


By attaching the two homes, Bloodgood said the builder can 


substantially cut land costs, allowing him to Invest a little more 
money In the design of the house. 


BLOODGOOD SAID buyers still want single family homes, but 


they are learning to accept the less expensive multiple-housing 
concept If It is well done. In fact, he said he has found persons 
would rather buy an attractive townhouse than a boxy tract house. 


"Remember, the buyer Is buying It because it Is the most ex- 


pensive house he can afford," he said. 


Buyers today are becoming Increasingly concerned with the 


quality of construction, particularly energy-saving features. ' 


Bloodgood said the most practical energy-saving packages in- 


clude good insulation, tight-fitting windows, Insulated doors and 
insulated glass. 


Lee C. Shur, a marketing specialist from Rcston, Vs., said he 


leaves a cross section of wall exposed In one of his models to show 
prospective buyers the insulation and construction. 


Shur said installation of solar heating, in a model house will 


attract a lot of public attention, but said few persons actually buy. 


"Most of these young couples are thinking of staying in that 


house for a short period of time," he said, noting they probably 
wouldn't see the long term return on their $4,000 to $6,000 in- 
vestment in solar heating. 


Financing is the other stumbling block to home ownership, par- 


ticularly for persons just getting started on their careers. Peter V. 
Hall, senior vice president of PMI Mortgage Insurance Co., said 
he expects the lending industry to come up with new types of 
mortgages that offer sliding payment scales. 


Hall said the government already has approved a two-step grad- 


uated payment mortgage that offers lower payments in the first 
few years and higher payments thereafter. 


THIS CONCEPT IS geared to young persons whose earning po- 


tential will increase substantially, allowing them to meet higher 
payments after the first few years of home ownership. 


"Within another year I would think we will have more than that 


two-step mortgage approved," he said. 


Other graduated mortgage plans under study include a deferred 


Interest mortgage that sets payments at 7.5 per cent for the first 
five years and 9.5 per cent thereafter. Also under consideration Is 
a mortgage that sets payments at either a fixed or a variable 
graduation rate. 


"Here, Initial payments are reduced 20 per cent, thus qualifering 


a large number of people who are unable to buy today," Hall said. 


THE GRADUATED mortgage has not gained wide acceptance in 


the lending industry, he said, "I know of only one," adding that he 
expects this will change. 


While all three men said the Industry should be Innovative in 


approaching its problems, they said local governments may not be 
responsive because they have been disappointed by builders too 
often. 


"We don't have a lot of credibility and we can't blame anyone 


but ourselves," Shur said. "A lot of builders did just what they say 
they did — they butcher the land." 


Older homes have some advantages, Realtor says 


Old home or new Is a question many 


prospective homo'buyers ask as they • 
ponder the market There are advan- 
tages and disadvantages to both, de- 
pending on the Individual buytr's 
preferences and circumstances. 


As a Chicago-area real estate or- 


K a n 1 z a 11' n dcolng In previously 
owned homes, Balrd & Warner, Inc., 
thinks moat advantages are on the 
side of the older home. 


"Don't be misled by the term 'older 


home'," Robert G. Walters, of the 
company's residential sales division 
said. "The borne can be anywhere 
from 1 or 2 years old to several dec- 
ades old. The difference Is that it has 
been previously lived in." 


. ONE ADVANTAGE OF an older 
home Is a lower price. According to 
the federal home loan bank board, the 
average sale price of a conventionally 
financed single-family home In the 
Chicago metropolitan area In the sec- 
ond qaurtcr of 1076 was $50,200, com- 
pared with the $54,300 average price 
of a newly built home. 


Older homes selling for over 


$200,000 and brand-new houses In the 
$30,OOOs are available but you'd have 
to go far into the suburbs to discover 
the latter. There are also other advan- 
tages. 


For example the selection of archi- 


tectural styles among older homes Is 
much greater than among new homes. 


Older homes have been built over a 
long period of years and represent dif- 
ferent styles. New homes, unless cus- 
tom-built tend to look similar. 


Older homes tend to be larger than 


the newer ones, on a dollar-for-dollar 
basis. The house may be larger as 
will the rooms. The older home may 
be located on a larger lot. 


YOU MAY DISCOVER features In 


older homes that new ones do not 
have, such as abundant wood trim 
and paneling, libraries, front and rear 
porches, and pantries. 


The older home is established, with 


the lot landscaped, making finishing 
the place unnecessary. Defects hi an 


older home may have become visible 
and in many cases, repaired. 


With an older home you can see in- 


stantly what the neighborhood is like 
because it is built up. 


TAXES IN AN OLDER neighbor- 


hood may be lower and more stable 
than in a new one. Schools, streets, 
lighting, and other municipal facilities 
have been built and may be paid for. 


Your selection of neighborhoods is 


greater, because older homes are for 
sale almost everywhere. New homes 
are being built only in certain areas, 
except for scattered lot custom build- 
ing. 


Older homes also have problems. 


For example the older home may not 
have all the modern features you 
want, such as central air conditioning, 
new"-style bathroom and kitchen fix- 
tures, and new appliances. These can 
be added, but you will pay extra for 
them. 


THE OLDER AND bigger 
the 


house, the more costly it is to heat. 
Many older homes are not as tightly 
built or insulated as the new ones. 
This can be corrected if you buy. 


Maintenance costs can be greater, 


simply because the house is showing 
its age and needs more frequent care 


and repairs. You may discover after 
you move in that the older home 
needs repairs you did not expect when 
you bought it. Or you may decide on 
some remodeling to make the house 
more livable. 


"I think that if you compare the ad- 


vantages to the disadvantages, you 
will find that a well-built and well- 
maintained older home in a good 
neighborhood is a tremendous value," 
Walters said. "Of course, it takes 
careful shopping to find such a home, 
which is why we recommend working 
with a Realtor who has a good selec- 
tion.of homes to offer." 


17 of every 20 homebuyers 
are getting used houses 


More and more people would like to 


buy homes these days. No question 
about It, they've got the "itch." But 
do they have the "scratch?" Can they 
swing the down payment? 


The answer, which may surprise 


some people, is a resounding yes, be- 
cause more people are buying homes 
today than ever before In history. The 
big change Is that currently 17 out of 
20 are buying homes that were pre- 
viously owned, according to a recent 
nationwide survey released by the 
Family Housing Bureau of Chicago 
Title Insurance Company. 


Lest you think these sales are 


people who already own homes play- 
Ing musical chairs, a whopping 44 per 
cent of today's buyers are acquiring 
their first home. 


TO HELP YOU DECIDE If you ore 


In a financial position lo consider buy- 
Ing, you can compare your situation 
with the finding of this survey of re- 
cent home purchasers. The median 
price of homes changing hands was 
$37,700. That means that half the 
homes sold above that price and half 
sold below. The median price for first 
time buyers was $31,200, according to 
the Family Housing Bureau, whllo're- 
peat buyers paid $44,500. 


The average age of the first home 


buyer is 28 years, while the repeat 
buyer averages 38 years of age. 


Nine out of 10 opt for single-family 


homes, 8 per cent buy condominiums, 
4 per cent go Into multiple-family 
unite. 


How much money do home buyers 


put down on a home purchase? Two 
out of three owners put down 20 per 
cent or less towards the purchase. 
And one out of four put down 10 per 
cent or less. Almost one out of 10 
close the deal with only 5 per cent on 
the lino. Looking at it from the other 
side of the coin, only 6 per cent 
choose or are able to come up with 
half the purchase price or more In 
cold cash. 


THE FIRST-TIME BUYER puts 


down an average of 18 per cent of the 
selling price, while the typical repeat 
buyer peels off 30 per cent. In terms 
of dollars and cents, this translates to 
an average down payment of $9,500 — 
which comes to $5,616 for the first- 
timers and $13,706 for previous home 
owners. 


Over half of all home seekers find . 


their dream homo — or what they will 
be satisfied with for the money they 
can afford — looking at five houses or 
less. In fact 27 per cent moke their 
decision after touring through only 
one or two offerings. 


The number of homes considered 


goes up as the asking price of the 
home rises. For homes priced under 


$30,000 people look at on average of 
six homes. But for over $50,000 homes 
people look at 3 times that many be- 
fore signing on the dotted line. 


And a family actively looks an aver- 


age of 4 months before deciding which 
house to buy. 


OF COURSE IT'S easier to buy a 


home If you've already owned one. Al- 
most half of these people get their en- 
tire down payment on the new home 
from the sale of the old one. Yet fully 
28 per cent of them get none of their 
down payment this way, the Chicago 
Title Family Housing Bureau survey 
discovered. 


The first-time buyer comes up with 


80 per cent of the down payment out 
of the family's own savings and in- 
vestments. It takes them an average 
of two years and three months to 
scrape up this money — from planned 
savings, bonuses and gifts. Ten per 
cent of the down payment comes 
through relatives, and the remainder 
is split between loans from financial 
institutions, and other sources. Of 
course these ratios vary, and a 
healthy 71 per cent of first-home buy- 
ers get the entire down payment from 
their own savings and Investments.

Mortgage banking hits 
record highs and lows 


The mortgage banking Industry, re- 


flecting diverse trends in real estate 
markets end the economy, hit record 
highs In servicing volume and in 
single-family home lending in 1975 
while suffering sharp drops in con- 
•structlon and income property lend- 
ing. 


Single-family home- loans closed 


rose 14 per cent to $15.1 billion, ac- 
cording to the latest annual survey of 
the Industry by the Mortgage Bankers 
Association of America (MBA). Total 
servicing volume advanced nine per 
cent to $132.8 billion. 
. In contrast, significant declines In 
other loan categories brought the total 
volume of loans closed during the 
year down nine per cent to $24.1' bil- 
lion. Construction loans were the hard- 
est hit of the major categories, plung- 
ing 41 per cent to $3.3 billion (face 
amount closed). 


Nonresldentlal loans were off 17 per 


cent to $3.6 billion while multlfamlly ' 
lending slipped 38 per cent to $1.6 bil- 


lion, the lowest since 1968. 


John Wetmore, MBA's chief econo- 


mist, said that these contradictory 
trends were rooted In the Inflation-re- 
cession conditions of 1973-74, part of 
what he termed "the worst boom-bust 
cycle In construction and real estate 
.since the Depression." 


"Overbuilding and other excesses in 


the early 1970's forced a depression 
'bust' by mid-decade," he said, "and 
we are just now beginning 'to see, 
some signs 'of a revival in areas such 
as construction lending."

Now, we are 
told that we will have to pay a certain 
percentage to toll. (Wo were told this 
is called the "point system"). 


Wo are retired people. Laws have 


changed, we realize, but is this a law? 
Why would the seller have to pay on a 
loan for a buyer? I was told this mon- 
ey goes to the mortgage holder. Wo 
would appreciate an explanation. Is It 
true this Is a federal law? Mr. P.B.R. 
(Buffalo, N.Y.) 


ANSWER: It's the "law" depending 


on the way you go about selling your 
house. 


Simply put,- the "point system" is a

sweetener to the lender — a one-time 
levy Imposed to make his return on 
the mortgage more attractive. The 
thing had its start when there was 
quite a gap between the maximum In- 
terest on VA and FHA mortgages and 
the interest on conventional loons. 
The points (one point being one per 
cent of tlw mortgage) were to make 
VA and FHA mortgages attractive to 
lenders who would, otherwise, have 
put all their money Into conventional 
mortgages. 


No, as the seller, you don't have to 


pay the points unless your buyer fi- 
nances the mortgage under the VA or 
FHA (where, by law, the buyer Is pro- 
hibited from doing so). Simply make 
It quite clear that you will sell the 
house only through conventional fi- 
nancing — In which cose it Is the'buy- 
er who must pay the points. Don't let 
anybody tell you that you hove to ac- 
cept any proposal that Is contingent 
on VA or FHA financing. 


DEAR MR. CAMPBELL: 
Can we remove eight forsythla 


bushes from our land that are planted 
at least one foot away from the line 
that divides our properties? This 
spring our neighbor (a lawyer) threat- 
ened to spray poison on the bushes as 
they were sending out many suckers 
that take root These bushes have al- 
ready used up about four to eight feet 
of our small ot. We would like to re- 
move them to Improve our property- 
as wo Intend to sell it and move to a 
wanner climate. Now my neighbor Is 
making a big fuss over our doing it.

Would-be homeowners get help 


Home ownership Is a family's big- 


gest Investment, but many families 
don't know how much they can afford 
or what the procedures arc for buying 
or building a home. 


Help in answering these questions Is 


offered by the Small Homes Council- 
Building Research Council of the Uni- 
v o r a 11 y of Illinois at Urbnna- 
Champolgn in a booklet, "Financing 
the Home." 


The 12-page publication covers the 


field from business procedures to 
budgets, and In addition to tho buying 
or building of conventional homes In- 
cludes a section on condominiums and 
cooperatives. 


What can a family pay? Tho publi- 


cation suggests three answers: 


• Rule of thumb — two to three 


limes gross annual Income. 


• What now is being paid, adjusted 


more or less. 


• Analysis of expenses and income 


and then budgeting. 


BEFORE THE HOUSE allowance 


can be determined, a budget must al- 


low for food and clothing, medical 
care, insurance and savings, recrea- 
tion, transportation including cars, in-. 
stallmcnt payments and other family 
exposes. 


Utilities for the'new home, taxes, 


insurance and maintenance also must 
be estimated and budgeted and sub- 
tracted from Income to determine tho 
balance available for mortgage pay- 
ments and Interest. 


The value of the Iromo which can be 


bought or built depends on the down 
payment and the amount of money 
which can be borrowed — the mort- 
gage. 


In buying, preliminary costs may 


include an appraisal; survey; loan, 
recording and legal fees; revenue, 
stamps, and pro rata insurance and 
taxes. 


IN BUILDING, advance costs can 


Include plans or architect, advances 
to tho contractor, insurance and In- 
spection. 


Not to be overlooked are costs such 


as landscaping and .laundry or kitchen 
equipment. 


The publication explains types of 


mortgage loans and items to be 
checked, such as inclusion of taxes 
and of 'penalties for early payment, 
and explains the documents involved.

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•A/ few tips on beating bugs in heating 


At this time of year I usually re- 


colvo many letters from readers hav- 
ing to do with heating problems. The 
following Is a sample of 'typical ques- 
tions. 
• 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: The house 


wo Uvo in was built approximately 70 
years ago. In the basement I have a 
lurgo sectional type boiler that pro- 
vides very adequate heat. Last week, 
when I turned it on for the winter, I 
noticed a leak on the side. 


I called my plumber to fix It. He 


said It is something that can't be 
fixed, and is trying to sell me a now 
heating boiler for $2,500. Do you think 
tills is something I could have fixed 
for a lot less monoy? — NO HEAT. 


IT SOUNDS to me like you need a 


now boiler. A sectional boiler is al- 
ways made of cost iron. When n cast 
iron boiler leaks, it cannot be welded. 


If n replacement section is avail- 


able, sometimes the defective piece 
con be replaced. However, if the boil- 
er Is as old as you indicate, it Is 
doubtful that a replacement section 
could be purchased. Also, the cost of 
replacing a section is usually very 
high because the entire unit must be 
taken apart. 


Unless the leak can bo stopped by 


using a sealer, such as boiler solder, 
you unfortunately will have to spend 
the money for a new boiler. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: To prepare 


for the heating season, I had my old 
heater removed and a now steel boiler 
installed over the summer. I have- 
never paid the plumber In full be- 
cause I think I was cheated. 
: THE! OLD HEATER was glgniltic 
and took up a large portion of the 
bnsomont. The new heater Is tiny. I 
don't understand how it can supply 
the same amount of heat as the old 
one. Is this possible? - 
UNDER- 


SIZED. 


This bothers many people. How- 


ever, the modem manufacturing, of 
heaters is providing a much more ef- 
ficient unit than the old models. Heat- 
ers are generally rated by square feet 
of radiation. 
(This capacity rating is generally 
stumped on the heaters somewhere. 
You will find that an old heater that. 
may be twice the physical size of a 
new heater will have the same square 
fool radiation. Tills is just another ex- 
ample of modern technology. 


I would suggest that you pay your 


plumber. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: My hus- 


band and I found a beautiful old house 
after looking for a long time. It docs 
need quite a bit of work, however. 


One of the problems is heat. It's a 


very large house. We called in a heat- 
ing man who suggested that we install 
two small heaters instead of one large 
one — one at each end of the base-

fncnt. He claims it will provide better 
heat and save us money. 


What is your opinion of this? We 


wont to be sure before we spend our 
money. — WILLING TO TRY. . 
• Yes, I agree with your heating per- 
son. This is something that should be 
done more often In larger houses. 


Baseboard beating 
a decorating aid 


If your rooms have a crowded ap- 


pearance, perhaps it is because you 
must keep your furniture too far from 
the walls to avoid blocking old-fash- 
ioned heating registers and radiators. 


A remedy, suggests the Better Heat- 


ing-Cooling Council, is to replace 
them with ankle-high hydronlc 
baseboard heating panels which per- 
mit full decorating freedom in addi- 
tion to optimum comfort. 


When the heaters arc centered in 
each area that will bo served, the 
ducts ore of smaller size and of short- 
er runs. 


THIS WOULD provide a better way 


to deliver hot air and to recirculntc 
the cold air returns. And you would 
save monoy. How can you lose? 
' 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: with the 


winter upon us a little early, we have 
already started to use our fireplace. 
We're worried because we think our 
chimney may be a fire hazard. 


Puffs of smoke . seem to come 


through the masonry, and when we 
touch the stone, it is very, very hot. 
We don't want to continue to use the 
fireplace if we're going to have a fire. 
How can we have this checked? — 
NOT SMOKEY THE BEAR.. 
. 


You can check this by trying a 


simple test. Build a smoky fire, and 
when the smoke.begins to pour up the 
chimney, block the opening at the 
roof with a wet blanket. 


After this, if smoke escapes through 


the masonry walls you'll know that 
the chimney is leaking. If the vol- 
ume escaping is great, you do have a 
fire hazard! 
' 
DEAR MR. MELTZER: I'm having 


a house built, and you know what that 
costs today! Among the many things 
that are concerning me is the cost of 
fuel. 


Because of that; I want to be cer- 


tain that this new house will be well 
insulated. Though I have questioned 
supposed experts, no one seems to 


agree on the type and thickness of the 
insulation to be applied. 


Can you straighten me out on this? 


I want to be sure of doing the right 
thing. - PERFECTIONIST. 


Three-inch thick insulation in the 


walls and six-inch thick insulation in 
the ceilings are ideal. The best types, 
in my opinion, are fiberglass or cellu- 
lose fiber. My personal preference is 
cellulose fiber. But you won't go 
wrong on either.

Yet 
within this area, there is a comfort- 
ablo 12 foot by 18 foot paved area and 
an 18 foot by 18 foot lawn area. 


IN ADDITION, there arc planting 


beds of varying sizes and sluipcs. By 
restricting planting to the edges and 
to the end of the central area, a feel- 
ing of spaciousness is created that 
would not exist if the central portion 
wero closed by planting or other ob- 
struction. 


With the exception of the dogwoods 


nt the end of the yard, narrow-grow- 
ing plants that con easily be kept 
narrow are used. Fences Instead of 
hedges or wide shrub borders help to 
maximize the available space and to 
further Increase the feeling of open- 
ness.

BUFFALO, N.Y. (UPI) - When history Prof. Jesse 


Lemisch began his "tongue-in-cheek" collection of Bi- 
centennial Items, which ho dubbed "schlock," little did 
he know what he was getting Into. 


Lemisch started his collection last spring after asking 


hla classes at tho Slate University at Buffalo to bring In 
items selling Tor less than $1 — Items supposed to be 
commercial offshoots of tho American Bicentennial cel- 
ebration. 


Now, Lomlsch, who says he has become known as tho 


"Schlock Czar," feels the stuff just about sums up tho 
entire year. 


The schlock, he says, "was (ho Bicentennial's most 


pervasive manifestation and perhaps its most enduring 
heritage. It almost seems, emotionally speaking, as if 
there was no Bicentennial at nil." 


THE "SCHLOCK" began to accumulate In his office 


last spring. A United Press International story, appear- 
ing in newspapers throughout the country, brought In a 
flood of items from all over. 


"A second front opened when the media arrived," 


Lemisch soys. "I had become Bicentennial Schlock — 
my picture printed across the country. People called 
me to Inquire about franchises. An omelot was named 
after me In San Jose. 


"From all over the country, people began to send me 


pictures of myself from their local newspapers ... and 
more schlock. 


"Toilet paper, sanibags, condoms and ginger ale bot- 


tles came through the mail and schlock fans began to 
call me up late at night to compare collections." 


Lemisch put a selection of his schlock on display in 


the lobby of Norton Hall at the university and invited 
comments in a book he left. All were favorable to his 
collection. 


What he calls "the most monstrous thing" Is n "Bi- 


centennial Flag" with his name on it. 


"THIS IS A SAD side of the Bicentennial; it's a hor- 


ror. 


"They sent me a letter saying, 'Our research in- 


dicates that you are an affluent and achieving Ameri- 
can family and contribute to our society and pull your 
weight. You are a winner. This is the tradition set forth 
by our founding fathers. This is the tradition that has 
made America great, not the free-loading loser.tradi- 
tion that a few noisy minorities are trying to push us 
toward.'" 


Lemisch says it's "the worst side of the Bicentennial 


— based on the argument that this is a country of just 
winners. They sell you the thing for $9.95 and tell you 
"This is all we have, only for selected all-American 
Lemisch families.' They send you the flag, then say 
'Oh, we found two more Lemisch flags. We'll sell them 
both to you for just $9.95.' It smells awful." 


Bicentennial schlock, he says, "was, in a sense, the 


Watergate of patriotism, a healthy demystificatlon 
which makes us wisely cynical and distrustful of many 
things we should have been distrustful of before." 


However, he adds, "My feeling Is that, unfortunately, 


though many of us wanted to celebrate the Bicenten- 
nial, the inactivity of organizations'and general atmos- 
phere somehow did not produce a vehicle worthy of our 
emotions and we were left with this schlock. 


"I THINK GETTING away from celebrating winners 


and not losers would make sense, and a Bicentennial in 
which the center of the stage was not occupied by

. WASHINGTON (UPI) — When Leon Fields talks 
about America's -unemployment problem, he tends to. 


• gaze out his office window. Often the problem is stand- 


ing right there on the sidewalk — small groups of men 
standing around doing' nothing.'' 


"We got guys standing on this corner all day long," 


Fields says. He knows the older ones are teaching the 
youngsters about drugs and. crime, and once into this 
pattern, "many will never get out." 


Fields runs the Southwest Community House, a small, 


patchcd-up building in a depressed, largely black neigh- 
borhood a few blocks from'the Capitol. 


THE'COMMUNITY HOUSE has an employment ser- 


vice for young people in the area. Its success rate, says 
Fields frankly, "is not too good." - 
. Many youngster's have not had jobs for "months, two 
years, five years," except perhaps occasionally bagging 
groceries at, the local market. . 


Jo Ann Thomas, an employment counselor, says 


many come in day after day, get tips on where to look 
for work and assistance in filling out applications, and 
then go out and return with nothing. 


"It really knocks morale," she says. 
FOR YEARS, unemployment among.America's youth 


has been obscured In the wider debate over unemploy- 
ment in general. Now Congress, the U. S. Labor Dept. 
and other government agencies, and the soon-to-be ad- 
ministration of Jimmy Carter, are beginning to take a 
new and separate look at it. 


Government statistics hint at the scope of the sub- 


ject: 


• Nearly half of America's unemployed are 16 


through 24, although these ages make up less than a 
quarter of the labor force. 


• Out of 7.6 million persons unemployed In October, 


3.5 million were age 16-24; 1.7 million age 16-19. 


• The over-all unemployment rate was 7.9 per cent in 


October. Among teen-agers 16:19 years of age, it was 19 
per cent. Among blacks 16-19, it was 38,4 per cent. 


Jobless statistics are tricky. They do not include 


those who have given up looking for work — some of 
the men on Fields' corner — or those working part-time 
because they cannot find full time jobs. But they count 
as "unemployed" a youngster in school looking for 
part-time work. 


THE LARGEST NUMBER of unemployed youth un- 


der 25 — perhaps 45 per cent, according to the govern- 
ment-sponsored National Commission for Manpower 
Policy,— are making a relatively normal transition to 
work and have fairly good prospects. 


They change jobs often, looking for a rung on a lad- 


der that leads somewhere, and some switch back and 
forth between education and work. The result is that 
whenever the unemployment survey is taken, a large 
number show up as jobless. 


"Our society has structured Itself so these kids have 


some options. They don't have to stick to the first job 
that comes along. I think that's a virtue," says William 
B. Hewitt, a Labor Dcpt. planner. 


He said ways might be found to lessen job-hopping by 


Introducing youngsters to different kinds of work while 
they are still In school and by giving them better job 
information and training. Other countries use testing to 
separate potential white and blue collar workers but 
Hewitt does not believe this country would accept that. 


THE MORE URGENT problem is among those young 


people "who don't have-the options of job-hopping be- 
cause there is no place for them to hop." 


They are the long unemployed, seriously dls- 


advantaged youth, concentrated in — but not confined 
to — big cities. Many, but not all, are black. 


The government doesn't know exactly how many 


there are, but believes the hard core is .relatively small 
— 300,000 to 600,000. The Congressional Budget Office is 
trying to get a count to help determine what an in- 
tensive program aimed at them would cost.

Tho community house hears of many jobs for it,s 


youngsters, except that they require lengthy, .costly 
daily travel. In addition, the kids are loathe to leave * 
their neighborhood. Inner city youth are not mobile. 


The city schools have not prepared these youngsters 


for work — even those who didn't drop out. Ernestine 


Barrett, a -counselor, said: "We have a lot of high 
school graduates that can't fill out a job application." 


For some, the problem is police records. 
"You've got to have a police clearance to wash dish- 


es," Fields said. "To get into a training program there 
have- to be no charges pending — not even a mis- 
demeanor. What Is this thing called 'paying your debt 
to society'? The first thing an employer asks for is a 
police clearance. It's time to change the law on that." 


WASHINGTON'S BIGGEST employer, the federal 


government, has many restrictive rules, according to 
Fields. 


"For example, you have to pass a civil service test to 


sweep the floor as a janitor. 


"A lot of dropouts go into training programs," h» 


said, "but they're ^dead-end training programs." Some 
young men got eight or nine weeks training as auto 
mechanics and then were turned 
down 
as in- 


experienced. The same thing happened to young women 
who trained for a few weeks as nurse's aides. 


Fields notes forecasts of economic improvement. But 


he glances out the window and guesses "it will take a 
long time to filter down to here." Government analysts 
• agree'— inner city youngsters are among the last to 
benefit from economic improvement. 


THE FEDERAL government runs a bewildering ar- 


ray of youth employment programs — at least 10 in the 
departments of Labor, Agriculture, Justice, and Health, 
Education and Welfare, totaling more than $2 billion. 
No one in the government seems to be familiar with all 
the programs. 


The largest of them are run by the Labor Dept. and 


include: 


• Summer jobs: Washington gave state and local gov- 


ernments $563 million to create jobs for 900,000 dis- 
advantaged youngsters last summer. Typical jobs were 
as recreation workers, nurse's aides, typists, recep- 
tionists and junior lifeguards. The emphasis is on get- 
ting kids off the streets. There is little training. 


• Training: The Labor Dept. gives money to states 


and localities year round for classroom and on-the-job 
training for all ages. About 60 per cent of the recipients, 
nearly 1 million during the course of a year, are under 
22, a youth expenditure of $867 million this year. 


Most of this training involves "work experience" — 


official jargon for jobs designed to give young people an 
Introduction to working life rather than specific skills 
they can go out and sell. 


• Job Corps: A direct federal program for about 


45,000 disadvantaged youngsters a year. They live in 
centers scattered around the country for up to one year 
and receive intensive education, counseling and training 
in specific crafts. The cost is high — up to $10,000 per 
person. 


There are smaller work and training programs for 


about 200,000 persons on welfare, including young, un- 
wed mothers; for 300,000 apprentices; a summer Youth 
Conservation Corps run by the U. S. Dept. of Agricul- 
ture for 10,000 youngsters; a vocational education pro- 
gram run by HEW for 45,000 students, and several still 
smaller pilot programs. . 


Congress created this package in bits and pieces. 


Some officials feel it fails to focus on youngsters with 
the most serious unemployment problem. 


TONY CARNAVALE, manpower analyst for the Sen- 


ate Budget Committee, and Robert Hall, executive di- 
rector of the National Commission for Manpower Pol- 
icy, talked in separate interviews of a.possible major 
federal program for the hard-core group with tempora- 
ry jobs, skill training, makeup education, placement 
services. 


"It would be very expensive and hard to sell to Con- 


gress," Carnavale said. The cost could be close to $3 
billion for 300,000 young people. 
. . 


Pierce Quinlan, the Labor Department's employment 


development administrator, suggests something like the 
existing mix of job and training programs but aimed 
more at the disadvantaged. 


Other ideas include subsidies to business to hire more 


youngsters and further relaxation of minimum wage 
laws for youth as an incentive for business to hire 
them. One objection to the last idea is that older Ameri- 
cans would lose jobs. 


Murray H. Finley, general president of the Amalga- 


mated Clothing and Textile Workers, told Congress' 
Joint Economic Committee, the problem is bigger: 


"Youth unemployment will not be solved until we 


solve the general unemployment problem. It is not pos- 
sible to'create jobs for people least educated, most dis- 
advantaged and without adequate work experience 
when millions of others with education and skills are 
also unemployed."

The shopping rush is on. Thousands of well-mean- 


ing Santos ore stalking store aisles for toys and 
games for their wide-eyed babes. 


But there's more to toy-buying than fending off 


Christmas crowds and soaking tired feet. 


Baby dolls come In all races and both "anatomi- 


cally correct" sexes; they walk, talk, roll over, 
drink, wet and blink. There aro toy pinball games 
and "rnttlin, gattlin" shooting galleries. Everything 
from tho Battle of Midway to the American Masto- 
don can be made from plastic models. And a band- 
wagon that can be ridden Includes a horn, cymbal 
and "unbreakable" drum. 


TUB KEY WORD IS "unbreakable," said Jane 


Thomas, a child development Instructor at Harper 
College. "The toy shouldn't break on the first day," 
she said. "Tho child feels he has been let down by 
tho person who gave tho toy to him ..." 


But beyond sturdlness as a criterion parents need 


to consider other points, she continued. They 
should ask themselves: 'what are we buying and 
why? Is It to please tho child or please tho parent? 
Is It for Immediate gratification or long-term enrich- 
ment? Is It safo? 


"Tho classic example Is the father who buys an 


elaborate doll house for his daughter and then won't 
let her play with It because she might mess It up," 
she laughed. 


However, toy manufacturers don't sec unthinking 


• parents as a serious problem this year. David Miller, 
president of the Toy Manufacturers Association, said 
that Christmas shoppers ore being more selective in 
their toy buying these days. They are holding back 
if they don't perceive value, he said. 


"WE'RE LEARNING that toys are a major part of 


children's lives. There's a steady, growing trend to- 
ward educational and socially redeeming values In 
toys," ho said. 


That trend has certainly been reflected in the new 


toys for Christmas 1078. 


"Tho miracle of birth" Is tnught by a "Chlck- 


u-botor" which Is a thermatlcolly controlled environ- 
ment for hatching chickens. A frog hatchery demon- 
strates life cycles and a play hospital familiarizes 
young children with tho medical environment, 
• 


One of the newest additions to racial con- 


sciousness-raising is O.J. Simpson Super Pro, a doll 
replica of the famous player, complete with helmet, 
pads, jersey and pants, football shoes (two-toned), . 
striped socks and a football. Because .O.J. needs to 
keep fit, his accessories include a'tennis outfit, a 
running suit, a row boat and a set of weights. 


OTHER REAL life celebrities making the 1076; 


Christmas scene are Sonny and Cher, Evel Knlevcl's 


son, Robbie, and "Mr. Dyn-o-mite," J.J., of "Good 
Times." 
' 


"Children enjoy playing real life roles," Mrs. 


Thomas explained. "It makes them feel like they're 
a part of the world around them." 


Apparently manufacturers agree. Also new on the 


market Is a school bus-van, complete with students; 
a factory for making canned foods, factory work- 
ers included; and a gas station and attendants. 
Even the journalism profession is represented by 


a television camera truck. 


Topics which made the "real-life" news this year 


also found their way Into the board game world. 
Included are a "Jaws" game, and games involving 
CB lingo, astrology and the mysterious Bermuda 
triangle (the boats disappear). 


Despite the onslaught of new toys and games, 


president Miller, of the Toy Manufacturers Associ- 
ation, expects only a six to eight per cent increase 
in the sales volume over last year. 
• 


' "THE IMPACT OF inflation these past two years 
still Is carrying through Into toy sales," he said. "In 
unsettled times, people in this country tend not to 
spend money. But historically, the toy industry 
doesn't suffer. People tend to indulge children even 
when they cut back spending elsewhere." 


That tendency to indulge children with toys has 


caused concern among government, child devel- 
opmcnt and health experts. 


A few years ago, statistics on deaths and injuries 


resulting from toys started rolling in and consumer 
groups began printing "dangerous toys" lists. 


This year the Consumer Product Safety Commis- 


sion Is again worrying — to the tune of $350,000 Holi- 
day Hazards public safety campaign. Their concern 
is real. They estimate that about 3,000 children 
swallowed toys and toy parts last year. 


"CONSUMERS HAVE to be aware of safety when 


they look at toys for their children," Mrs. Thomas 
said. "They should look for smooth edges, not rough 
or sharp ones. The paint should be unleaded and 
they should watch out for pieces which shoot up or 
wind off." 


In tho past, unsafe toy lists have included dolls put 


together with pins the size of stilettos and dart guns 
that could blind a child. Parents should go over toys 
carefully, she said, to see if they can detect any 
hidden dangers. 


"But as long as the parent is aware of the kinds of 


toy's a child should be using, I don't see- any prob- 
lems," she said. "For the most part parents can go 
by the age recommendations the manufacturers put 
out and they usually can''depend on quality going 
with cost. 


"Of course," she added thoughtfully, "You also 


can get a lot of expensive wind-up toys that are 
nothing but junk."

Government: toys safer than ever 


by MICHAEL J.CONLON 


Government experts believe toys for 


inlc this Christmas season will be saf- 
er than aver, although they admit the 
job of protecting children from dan- 
gerous playthings is still not finished. 


For tho second year in a row the 


Consumer Product Safety Commission 
has decided not to publish Its list of 
banned toys. Nor will it send volun- 
teer consumer deputies into stores, as 
it once did, to hunt hazards before 
they fall into children's hands. 


THE REASON, the agency says, is 


that the toy Industry has largely 
cleaned Itself up. 


In addition, tho banned list, last 


published in 1974 with nearly 2,000 
dangerous toys on It, was always sus- 
pect of being out of date and con- 
fusing, according to tho commission. • 


Ono year ago, when tho agency 


stopped sending deputies Into stores 
armed with tho list, It said the toy 
Industry had become more safety con- 
sclous, and it was going to funnel its 
efforts Into developing general rules 
for toy safety. They would cover such 


things as sharp points and breakage, 
and tackle the whole problem at once 
rather than approach it on a toy-by- 
toy basis. 


Commission Chairman S. John By- 


Ington, speaking of this year's situa- 
tion, said It's still the same: the agen- 
cy can't keep track of the 4,000 to 5,000 
new toys that arrive on the market 
every year. 


HOWEVER. THE rules have not yet 


been proposed, and the commission- 
ers admit they will not be in place by 
February or March or next year when 
the buying and ordering for Christ- 
mas, 1977, sales takes place. 


Commissioner David Pittie said, "I 


will not be comfortable about toys un- 
til I see tho generic regulations in. 
place. I don't have any basis for be- 
lieving the shelves aro free of dan- 
gerous toys." 
•. 


Byington and Commissioner Bar- 


bara Franklin agreed with him. 


Miss Franklin said, "I see the toy 


market getting more sensitive to safe- 
ty and toys bring safer.!' The other 
commissioners agree with her. And 


while they admit to not being comfort- 
able because the job isn't finished, 
they ore confident the industry has 
come'a long way in the past few 
years. 


COMMISSIONER Lawrence Kush- 


ner thinks the agency has done a bet- 
ter job in the toy area than many oth- 
er things it has tackled. 


Agency officials also think that even 


if the new regulations are not in final 
form .when the merchants begin buy- 
ing toys for Christmas next year, the 
industry should nonetheless have a 
good idea of where the agency Is 
heading and will respond accordingly. 


Some grass roots consumers, how- 


ever, still don't think the safety agen- 
cy Is doing enough! 


Judy Braiman, head of a consumer 


group in Rochester, N.Y., said her 
colleagues went into the stores last 
year with the'old banned toy list and 
"we found banned toys. We're going 
to use the same list this year and do it 
again," she said, . 


She is also critical of the 'commis- 


sion spending what she sold was 


$350,000 to • develop an advertising 
campaign, the theme of which is 
"You Better Watch Out," when that 
money could have gone into in-the- 
field Inspections. 


THE OTHER major consumer safe- 


ty problem of last Christmas and a 
few yuletides before that was Christ- 
mas* tree lights. Last year, the Pro- 
duct Safety Commission conducted a 


• concerted campaign on the subject, 
s i n g l i n g out imported, miniature 
lights as the main culprit. 


The effort continued through the 


year. Right now, a spokesman said, 
the commission is "conducting very 
low key surveillance of troublesome 
lights. The market has since been 
cleaned up as a result of surveillance 
last year. 


"New shipments Indicate that the 


troubles with Christmas lights are 
just no longer there," he said. "The 
very presence of the. Product Safety 
Commission and its enforcement ef- 
forts has brought about industry self- 
policing In its own interest, to the - 
benefit of the consumer."

Regardless of what you select, be sure that it does its own thing. 


Young people love real-life items as much as ihny, love life and 
there's nothing more disappointing than to get a seemingly super 
gift like a walkie-talkie on which you can't hear or a watch that 
doesn't really keep time. 


AVOID SUCH FRUSTRATING finds as double-runner training 


skates and fake typewriters. Youngsters will learn to fall, stand 
and skate on one blade in about the time it takes them to stay 
upright on two. Thrift and pawn shops are excellent sources for 
picking up a real "word machine." 


If you'd rather count on your imagination than on your money, 


scrounge attics, cellars, closets and the neighborhood wallpaper 
store for discards. Fill a large carton with plastic lids, wallpaper 
samples, foam packing material, scraps of fabric, glue, markers 
and ribbons. Voila! A Recycle Box! Kids will entertain themselves 
for hours. Sometimes It takes courage to give such a child-oriented 
gift, but go ahead and be your own person. 


IT'S .HARD TO GO wrong with the personalization of any- 


thing from notepads to luggage. A delighted seven-year-old 
recently got a football shirt complete with her name and projected 
college year (01). Many monogrammed gifts can be used from 
childhood on up — such as key chains, long scarves, leather or 
silver bookmarks, pins and tie-tacks. 


If you're planning to give a certificate or invitation, attach to the 


envelope a mini-toy that serves as a clue. And if you're an out-of- 
town aunt who invites a child to visit during vacation, be prepared 
to fulfill the commitment. Kids take these "fairy godmother" gifts 
seriously. 


GIFT SELECTION becomes a particularly challenging task 


when the gift is for your own child. Don't use gift-giving as a way 
to allay your own guilt feelings or to manipulate your children. 
Most of all, for your children or theirs, give with no strings at- 
tached. 


Here are some quickie suggestions by age: 


Up to 20 months: Purchased or homemade banks with a little 


change in them to rattle and a lot of room for future deposits; 
mobiles and music boxes to enhance an infant's environment. 


20 months to 3 years: Wooden pull toys, sorting boxes, record- 


ings with happy songs and soothing voices, cloth books and card- 
board building blocks.

er skates, anthology of children's stories and poems. 


8 to 12 years: A small aquarium, a globe, competitive board 


games, tennis racquet and balls, travel kit with grooming aids, 
contemporary posters.

12 to 15 years: Minlcaiculator, collegiate dictionary, sleeping 


bug, cobbler's apron, 1,500-piece jigsaw puzzle for mounting, silver 
dollars, share of stock., 


15 and up: Subscription to a'special interest or future vocation 


publication, overnight suitcase, thesaurus, gift certificate for two 
to a local restaurant, super-sized beach towel, binoculars or opera 
glasses.

If to, 
are other dairy products luch a* cottage cheese, buttermilk and 
ordinary cheesei also considered harmful? 


No it Isn't so. I did write that somo scientists had suggested 


yogurt was ono cause of cataracts. Their studies were based OB 
rats eating largo amounts of yogurt. Commercial yogurt and some 
cheeses are often thickened with nonfat dry milk powder which 
mokes these products very high in lactose. The scientists had 
theorized that the high iactate content of yogurt was responsible 
for the cataracts In the rats. 


I also pointed out in the column that these studies did NOT 


mean that yogurt causes cataracts in people. Studies in rats are 
not directly applicable to humans. And humans do not eat a com- 
parable amount of yogurt used for the experiments. 


Cataracts are caused by many different factors, including radi- 


ation, and hereditary factors. They are more common in diabetics. 
There is no evidence that a person who has cataracts should' not 
cat yogurt or cheese if he so desires. 


Somo cheese cannot be eaten in largo amounts if you want to 


stay on a low-fat, low-cholesterol diet, but otherwise, unless you 
have lactose intolerance with digestive symptoms from it, there is 
no reason you can't use these products.

Also a clinic diagnosed a lump on my neck as a sebaceous cyst 


while a private doctor diagnosed it as a tumor (llpoma). Are not a 
tumor and a cyst two different things? I am puzzled by these 
diagnoses. 


Yes, a hlnlal hernia Is one type of diaphragmatic hernia. The 


term hiatus refers to the opening in the dinphram through which 
the esophagus posses to join the stomach. A hernia through the 
hiatus in the dinphram then is a hiatal hernia or a diaphragmatic 
hernia. Somo diaphragmatic hernias are in different areas of the 
dlaphram — as from an Injury or a birth defect. 


The term tumor is a general term and can be used simply to 


mean swelling, even from inflammation. It is more often used to 
mean any kind of a lump from any source. 


A cyst Is any sac. Even tho bladder is a cyst and when a urolog- 


ist looks into it he is cysto-scoplng the patient. The sac or cyst is 
often filled with fluid or scmlsolld material. A sebaceous cyst is 
filled with sebum, the secretions of the sebaceous gland. 


A llpoma Is a tumor because it is a lump. Tho lump In this 


Instance is fatty tissue. They are not dangerous or injurious to 
your health. A sebaceous cyst and a llpoma are not the same 
thing.

Make newspaper logs 


ivith soap and water 


Interest in ways to make logs out of newspapers has never 


diminished. Tho last two years or so many requests specify a 
desire to avoid chemicals, which only serve the purpose of adding 
color to, the flames. The Forestry Service has been kind enough to 
send a method which does not call for anything other than water 
and detergent. Divide tho newspapers Into sections and fold over 
to half-page size (about 12-by-15 inches) to a thickness of half an 
inch. Pile this stack into a tub of water with a little detergent — 
two teaspoons to five gallons of water. Let is soak overnight. Roll 
tho sections individually (dripping wet) on a three-fourths to one- 
Inch chrome rod. Squeeze out excess water and twist while 
smoothing tho surface edges in. Slide off the rod and stand on end 
to dry, tipping the roles slightly to .let air circulate. The rolls 
should bo about 12 Inches long and 2 to 4 Inches in diameter. When 
completely dry, stack like wood logs and use the same way. 


Dear Dorothy: What kind of solution can you use on a Teflon 


skillet when the coating has come off? I just burned the coating off 
mine. — Gus K. 


There is no solution I know about. You may find some firms that 


re-coat Teflon pans, but as a rule it's more expensive than buying 
a new pan. Don't despair. You can use it as a regular pan without 
the no-stick qualities. 


Dear Dorothy: A lot of people grease the insides of a pan when 


they add spaghetti or rice to make sure it doesn't boll over. A 
simpler way Is to add a dab of butter or oil to the food. It does just 
what tho greasing docs. — Marge Gratzer

Of these seven females, the six un- 


dergraduates are all from Malaysia 
nnd tho lone graduate student from ' 
Nationalist China, she points out. 


WHY NO AMERICAN women? "I 


wish I knew," Krauso says sadly. 
' ' M a y b e some fear of ex- 
perimentation." 


Krause says she and other planners 


tried to balance the number of confer- 
ence participants from all specialties 
In the natural and social sciences, but 
found that impossible in fields such as 
physics and geology because so few 
women arc majoring In these dis- 
ciplines. The picture is much brighter 
In some fields such as mathematics, 
she adds. 


Tho NIU conference, one of several 


such NSF-backod gatherings being 
held in different parts of the nation 
this year and the only one In Illinois, 
served not only to encourage wom- 
en science students to realize their 
own potentials, says Krause. It also 
gave them information on financial' 
old, admissions procedures for gradu- 
ate schools and the job outlook for 
women in the sciences. 


JOB PROSPECTS arc good and tho 


old adage that "women arc the last in 
and the first out" is changing, pri- 


marily due to federal laws, sa>s Ap- 
ter. ' 


"There isn't an occupation that can 


beat science, in my estimation," Ap- 
tcr added in an interview. "If you see 
the way peopleswho are simply work- 
ing speak about their lives away from 
home and then listen to scientists 
talk, you will know that science gives 
you a chance to realize your full po- 
tential in a way that other kinds of 
jobs will probably not give to you." 


A surgeon, among other things (her 


degrees are in physics, physiology, 
medicine and mathematical biology), 
Apter is also a mother of two children 
who now have advanced degrees, one 
of them in medicine. Apter has held 
numerous teaching posts and cur- 
rently is director of ophthalmology at 


Whiting Clinic in Hammond, Ind. 


"I did face the fact that I had to 


have better qualifications in order to 
make the same grade and achieve the 
same objectives as a man would," 
Apter says. "It's probably still true 
that a woman has to be better and so 
long as it's true, it means that the 
women who do find jobs and who do 
accomplish things in science are go- 
ing to be more competent than their 
male colleagues. 


"THIS IS GOING to.mean that 


they're going to get more satisfaction 
out of their work, and be more dedi- 
cated and more highly productive. 


"... Heretofore, women just sort of 


'let it happen' as to whether or not 
they entered a profession. I don't 
think that men just 'let it happen.' I 


th}nk that men have a design and that 
women should start to have a similar 
design, quite different perhaps from 
what their mothers have done. Cer- 
tainly different from what television 
is telling us we should be doing. 


"We should start being professional 


the moment we enter college, or per- 
haps even before. I recommend hav- 
ing a plan. Be flexible and ready to 
change it, but certainly, don't just 'let 
It happen.'"

it In quick-drying red enamel, with a 
straight pin stuck in the wedge be- 
tween tho two halves.

Marian Johnson of Buffalo Grove 


was chosen Homemaker Queen at the 
Buffalo Grove Days In 1974 for her 
skills In sewing, baking, gardening, • 
nccdlccraft and canning. 


These endeavors have always been 


and continue to be essential to Ma- 
rian's lifestyle. 


Thanks to a large outdoor garden, 


which produces quantities of fruits 
ami vegetables, Marian is able to do a 
great deal of canning and freezing 
and manages to keep a goodly supply 
of homemade jam on hand. 


But with all of her other interests, 


baking, particularly yeast breads, cof- 
fccokcs and pics, is Marian's favorite 
culinary activity. 


She finds yeast doughs challenging 


and has been baking the family's 
bread 
for years. Despite her busy 


schedule, she always has time for a 
few of her specialties — a dark rye, 
whole wheat and Dllly bread. 


"THE DARK RYE Is surprisingly 


easy as the initial beating is done with 
an electric mixer," Marian said. The 
dough gets its dark color by adding 
cocoa. Although it's solid, it Is not 
heavy and it has a fine texture. 


The recipe makes two round loaves, 


nml the first disappears in a hurry. 
Still hot from the oven and spread 
with honey it Is n favorite with her 
three children as an after-school 
snack. Marian usually freezes the sec- 
ond loaf, slicing it first so that she 
can remove as many slices as needed 
from tho freezer. Kept frozen, the 
bread retains its freshness longer. 


Dark rye tastes excellent with cas- 


seroles and is especially good for Reu- 
ben sandwiches. "Try toasting it," 
says Marion, "to bring out a different 
flavor." 


Quick coffccakcs have been an asset 


for church meetings and coffee par- 
_ 


tics. Morion's Mandarin Coffeecako 
made a big hit this past spring. Nut- 
meg gives this cake on unusual fla- 
vor. 


SUB STARTS WITH a basic baking 


powder batter and tops it off with or- 
-angcs and n crumb topping. These • 
give the coffeecake on attractive ap- 
pearance. 


Marian's' children and husband, 


Duone, enjoy her Peanut Glazed 
Rolls. She begins with a basic sweet 
yeast dough (like that used in coffee 
cake or dinner rolls). However, when 
Marian bakes sweet rolls, she uses 
only half the batter for the Peanut' 
Glaze Rolls. The other half goes into 
cinnamon rolls. 


Peanut butter and honey top the 


Peanut Rolls along with chopped pea- 
nuts. The rolls have a delightful pea- 
nut flavor and ore light hi texture. 


Marion docs keep herself busy with 


baking, canning and cooking,* but she 
still finds time to sew nil of her own 
clothes and a few articles for the rest 
of the family. She has taken classes in 
bread baking, coke decorating, flower 
arranging, crafts and knitting along 
with some sewing classes.

If the Government were to tell you 


that you could catch leprosy from eat- 
ing potatoes, you'd quit eating them, 
wouldn't you?

The potato, a 
native of South America, first emi- 
grated to Spain where it was well re- 
ceived.

Ground pepper an unusual but nice 
nutty flavoring for holiday baking

Use of spices is an ancient holiday 


tradition. But do you realize that pep- 
per is included with other spices in ' 
many cookie and cake recipes? 


The Christmas tree and spiced cook- 


ies first became a German tradition. 
Other northern countries had their 
own versions of holiday baked goods 
using spices. Even today, the spice 
trade reports that the largest sales of 
the year ore in November and De- 
cember when women ready them- 
selves for the Christmas baking" sea- 
son. 


WE DISCUSSED this with Lillian 


Stuckoy, an expert In spice use and 
coauthor of "The Spice Cookbook." 
Published in 1964 and reissued several 
times, it is regarded as the author- 
itative work on the subject. 


Historically German cooks valued 


nutmeg for Christmas baking. It was 
very expensive then, but every good 
hausfrau always dug up enough at 
Christmas, time. And as a gift it was 
rated superb.

Longer life 
for pots & pans 


Pota and pans will last longer If you 


let them cool before rinsing or wash- 
Ing them, says the Metal Cookwaro 
Manufacturers Association. Extreme 
temperature variations can warp met- 
al utensils by causing uneven ex- 
pansion and contraction of the metal. 
For the same reason, the association 
advises against starting to cook frozen 
foods In a hot pan or placing chilled 
metal utensils over high heat.

AND 
pepper," Miss Stuckey observes, ad- 
ding, "This may surprise you — black 
pepper actually adds a flowering fra- 
grance combined with spices. No, it 
does not taste as you might expect. 


"ANOTHER SUGGESTION - pep- 


Use a regular pound 
coke recipe but add a touch of black 
pepper," she continues. 


Times change and appetites, too. 


Here are a few of Miss Stuckey's ob- 
servations: 


Do you have trouble shaking pepper 


freely from some of your old-fashion- 
ed shakers? That, is because more 
pepper is being ground more coarsely 
than it used to be and the hole sizes in 
popper shakers haven't always caught 
up. 


EVEN "NORMAL GRIND" isn't as 


fine as it was before World War II. 
Larger than normal is "coarse grind" 
black pepper and coarsest of all is 
cracked black pepper or "butchers" 
grind. 


We use nine or ten times more 


black pepper than white in America. 
Black pepper Is more pungent, white 
pepper more subtle. Comparatively 
new on the market are green pepper- 
corns In brine or wine vinegar, which 
offers still another variant in flavor. 


Black, white and green peppercorns 


are products of the same vine — piper 
nigrum.' Black pepper is a little un- 
der-ripe when picked and sold with its 
outer skin; white pepper Is completely 
ripe at picking time, then the outer 
coat is removed. Green peppercorns 
arc the soft and immature berries 
which must be kept in a liquid.

WHAT KIND OF AN INSECT IS THE DAM- 
SELFLY? 


When most people sec a damsclfly, they moke the 


mlstoko of thinking It is o small dragonfly. True 
enough, (ho two Insects look enough alike to bo con- 
fused, but In most coses the larger of the two would 
be Iho dragonfly. There Is a better way to tell them 
apart, however. When the dragonfly Is at rest, It 
holds Its wings straight out, like an airplane that Is 
ready lo take off. The smaller damselfly rests with 
her wings folded up over her back In a tcntllkc fash- 
ion. 


The dragonfllcs and damsclfllcs arc grouped to- 


gether In a division of the Insect clan called Odonata. 
They are rather skittish creatures and almost Impos- 
Isblo to creep up on because their super large eyes 
tiko up most of their heads. A closer look gives us 
another clue in telling them apart. The dragonfly's 
eyes are generally larger and cover more of the 
head, whereas the damsclfly's eyes arc set apart, 
moro on the sides of the head. 


All Odonnta begin life as a tiny egg deposited In 


fresh water. Some species of damsclfllcs lay their 
eggs on plants just above the water, waiting for the 
spring floods lo cover them before hatching. The tiny 
creature that hatches from the egg is called a naiad

and bears lltllo resemblance to the adult. Unlike 
many insects that pass through four stages of devel- ( 
opment — egg, larva, pupa, adult — the Odonata life 
cycle has three stages. 


A damsclfly naiad may spend from one to three 


years as an underwater insect. During this time it 
molts, or sheds, Us skin from 10 to 15 times. Each 
time it molts II grows larger and comes a step closer 
to becoming an adult. While living in Its watery 
world the naiad breathes through gills and feeds on 
other water animals especially mosquito larva* 


When the proper time comes for the naiad to be- 


come an adult, it stops feeding and crawls out of the 
water. Some species attach themselves to plant 
stalks, while others crawl onto a stone or floating 
leaf. After n few hours out of the water its ex- 
oskcleton dries and splits down the back. First the 
head 'then the thorax squeezes out of the tight skin 
and finally the adult insect emerges. When the wings 
dry and fill with fluid, it is ready to take flight, 
completing Its cycle of life.

, Most of us assume that a strand of hair is round, 
like a straw. If you were to cut a hair in half and 
look at the cross section, you might be surprised, 
however. Some hairs are oval or even kidney- 
shaped, and these are the curly or wavy ones.

Straight hair is more or less round, and it grows at 
an even rate. The flattened hairs grow at an uneven 
rate in different places, making the hair curly, or 
wavy. The flatter the hair shaft is, the curlier it will 
be. 


A full head of healthy hair consists of about 129,000 


individual hairs. Of course, some human heads have 
quite a few more than this and some have consid- 
erably less. They may be thick or fine, long or short, 
straight, wavy or curly. The color of hair depends on 
a substance called melanin, which can produce col- 
ors that range from yellow to black. The absence of 
melanin causes the hair to be while.

From Thanksgiving 
through Christmas and on into (ho 
Now Year they con bo virtually Im- 
possible, oven for people who must 
diet for medical reasons. 


Lutheran General Hospital in Park 


Ridge can help. The hospital offers an 


outpatient counseling service to help 
patients understand, and stick to the 
restricted diet prescribed by their 
doctor. 


CAN A PERSON on a sugar-free, 


low cholesterol or other special diet 
still enjoy the holidays? 


"Absolutely," 
says 
Maureen 


Schwab, outpatient diet counselor at" 
Lutheran General. 


"We have a packet of holiday reci- 


pes we give to persons on a weight 
reduction diet that modifies a lot of, 
the season's favorite foods ,so that' 


they're not so caloric. People can eat 
a regular pumpkin pic, only without 
all the sugar," Mrs. Schwab says. 


Outpatient diet counseling will gen- 


erally consist of an initial one-hour 
visit anal,, two half-hour follow up ses- 
sions. Special diet problems may 
mean more follow ups. 


COUNSELORS- individualize diet 


problems. Merely handing a patient a 
list of gastronomic dos and don'ts will 
not work. 


"The key is to really understand the 


person's food buying and eating habits 


and to show them how the diet fits 
in," Mrs. Schwab soys. "For ex- 
ample, we sec a lot of people who are 
In business, traveling, entertaining, or 
working at night — it all can make a 
difference. We're trying to make the 
diet as realistic as possible." 


Lutheran General is now testing an 


e i g h t-wcck weight loss program 
aimed at combating obesity through 
group behavior modification. The goal 
is long-term and permanent weight 
loss, not merely the temporary loss 
of 10 or 15 pounds through a crash 


diet of one kind or another, says Ei- 
leen Head, nutrition care coordinator 
for Lutheran General. 


"Shaping behavior patterns for the 


obese person includes modifying the 
,way they look at food, not keeping 
certain foods around the house and 
changing shopping habits," Ms. Hoad 
says.

Tho usual, run-of-the-mill calls for 


any locksmith include helping people 
break Into their cars or houses when 
they've locked their keys Inside and 
locked themselves out. 


"It's a helpless, stupid feeling. It 


happens to everyone at one time or 
another. You're staring through the 
windows Into your car or house, look- 
ing at the keys you locked in there 
and you can't get at them," said John 
P. Lydon, owner of Arlington Lock 
and Key, 1721 N. Patton Ave., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


LOCKSMITHS also are called on to 


change door locks when a house has 
been burglarized, when homeowners 
have lost their keys and even when a 
couple is seeking a divorc and wants 
to lock each other out. 


"Some of the things we get calls on 


arc unhappy. Ladles who are getting 
a divorce call us to come and change 
the locks on their house. Wo get there 
and the husband is yelling at her and 
at us," Barnctt said. 


"One time, a husband came after 


mo with a shotgun. I was out'there 
just because Ids wife had called me. 
But, I just got my tools together and 
left quick," he said. 


Local police departments even have 


come to locksmiths for help. It hap- 
pened to Barnctt five months ago 
when the landlord of an apartment 
building in unincorporated Maine 
Township told Cook County Sheriff's 
police one of his tenants was missing. 
. IIAKNETT WAS hired by police to 
spring tho lock on tho apartment 


door, revealing the tenant was dead 
inside. 


"Most of our calls are harmless, 


though. It seems like we never get the 
calls until after the fact. People usu- 
ally are in a panic. They realize 
they've dropped their keys down a 
garbage disposal or toilet, or that 
their child has swallowed a key," 
Barnett said. 


Many of the emergencies locksm- 


iths are asked to assist with result 
from carelessness, Lydon said. 


"A couple of years ago, I had a lady 


who locked herself into a- walk-In 
closet while she was getting ready to 
go out to a party. The closet door had 
a safety lock on it to protect her 
clothes and valuables, and the lock 
jammed.after the door shut behind 
her," Lydon said. 


"I'VE HAD TOTS who have locked 


their mothers out of the car. The 
mother leaves the baby in the car for 
a minute with the keys in the ignition. 
She comes bock to find the kid has 
pushed the door locks down," he said. 


There have even been times when 


customers have locked themselves out 
of their house or car a second time, 
only minutes after the locksmith has 
left. 


"That's when it starts to cost mon- 


ey. We get the weirdest calls at night 
when an extra $15 or $20 Is added to 
the regular charge for house calls," 
said Rene Goossens, manager of the 
A-Alarm Lock and Safe Service, 28 W. 
Busse Ave., Mount Prospect. 


"Some people are security freaks. 


They are just scared to death that 
someone will break into their house, 
so they have us install all sorts of 
locks on their doors," he said. "Then, 


they lose their keys and lock them- 
selves out." 


LOCKSMITHS SAY they make hun- 


dreds of duplicate keys each year — 
between emergency calls — the same 
keys that people haphazardly lose or 
misplace. 


So, It's a never-ending battle to get 


people out of jams, get them into 
places and give them a secure, little 
niche In suburbia. 


"And we get a pretty good look at 


human nature while we're doing it," 
Barnett said..

Schwab, outpatient diet counselor at 
Lutheran General. 


"We have a packet of holiday rcci-i 


PCS we give to persons on a weight 
reduction diet that modifies a lot of • 
the season's favorite foods so that. 


they're not so caloric. People can eat 
a regular pumpkin pie, only without 
all the sugar," Mrs. Schwab says. 


Outpatient diet counseling will gen- 


erally consist of an initial one-hour 
visit and two half-hour follow up ses- 
sions. Special diet problems may 
mean more follow ups. 


COUNSELORS 
individualize 
diet 


problems. Merely handing a patient a 
list of gastronomic dos and don'ts will 
not work. 


"Tlie key is to really understand the 


person's food buying and eating habits 


and to show them how the diet fits 
in," Mrs. Schwab says. "For ex- 
ample, we see a lot of people who are 
In business, traveling, entertaining, or 
working at night — it all can mukc a 
difference. We're trying to make the 
diet as realistic as possible." 


Lutheran General is now testing an 


e i g h t-wcck weight loss program 
aimed at combating obesity through 
group behavior modification. The goal 
is long-term and permanent weight 
loss, not merely the temporary loss 
of 10 or 15 pounds through a crash 


diet of one kind or another, says Ei- 
leen Head, nutrition care coordinator 
for Lutheran General. 


"Shaping behavior patterns for the 


obese person Includes modifying the 
way they look at food, not keeping 
certain foods around the house and 
changing shopping habits," Ms. Hoad 
says. 


'.'THE PROBLEM is that many 


people get in a weight reduction diet 
syndrome. They go from one diet to 
another, gaining and losing the same 


five or 10 pounds, with no permanent 
weight loss. 


"The pop diets keep leading people 


to believe they can quickly solve their 
weight problems. It's really a life-long 
commitment," she says. 


Most people on special diets go 


through a period of denial and depres- 
sion thinking they will no longer be 
able to eat any of the foods they en- 
joy, Mrs. Schwab says. It is one of the 
Jobs of outpatient counseling to en- 
courage these persons by showing

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These pros have 
a field that's all locked up

Frank Barnett may not have the 


key to your heart, but If there's a lock 
on It he can cither brook in or make a 
now key for It. 
' Barnett and others of the locksmith 
profession arc handy that way. They 
are constantly rescuing the helpless 
who are locked In, locked out or even 
locked up. 


"Talk about crazy things," said 


Barnett, owner of Active Lock and 
Key, 811 Leo St., DCS Plalncs, "no one 
sees crazy things like we do. Wo see 
people In situations when they are 
just not themselves." 


A COUPLE of years ago, Barnett 


was startled out of a sound sleep ear- 
ly on a Saturday morning by a frantic 
telephone call. He, like most area 
locksmiths, provides 24-hour-scrvlcc 
and makes house calls. 


"Tills young fella just told me to get 


over to his apartment right away. I 
got over there and found him hand- 
cuffed to a girl. It was his way of 
making sure she'd stay the night, but 
in the morning, they couldn't find the 
key," ho said. "It was embarrassing 
for them, but really pretty funny." 


The usual, run-of-the-mill calls for 


any locksmith Include helping people 
break into their cars or houses when 
they've locked their keys inside and 
locked themselves out.' 


"It's a helpless, stupid feeling. It 


happens to everyone at one time or 
another. You're staring through the 
windows into your car or house, look- 
Ing at the keys you locked in there 
and you can't get at them," said John 
P. Lydon, owner of Arlington Lock 
and Key, 1721 N. Patton Ave., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


LOCKSMITHS also are called on to 


change door locks when a house has 
been burglarized, when homeowners 
have lost their keys, and even when a 
couple is seeking a divorc and wants 
to lock each other out. 


"Some of the things we get calls on 


are unhappy. Ladies who are getting 
a divorce call us to come and change 


the locks on their house. We get there 
and the husband Is yelling at her and 
at us," Barnett said. 


"One time, a husband came after 


me with a shotgun. I was out there 
just because his wife had called me. 
But, I just got my tools together and 
left quick," he said. 


Local police departments even have 


come to locksmiths for help. It hap- 
pened to Barnett five months ago 
when the landlord of an apartment 
building in unincorporated Maine 
Township told Cook County Sheriff's 
police one of his tenants was missing. 


BARNETT WAS hired by police to 


spring the lock on the apartment 
door, revealing the tenant was dead 


inside. 


"Most of our calls are harmless, 


though. It seems like we never get the 
calls until after the fact. People usu- 
ally are In a panic. They realize 
they've dropped their keys down a 
garbage disposal or toilet, or that 
their child has swallowed a key," 
Barnett said.

Diets are no fun even under the best 


of circumstances. From Thanksgiving 
through Christmas and on into tho 
Now Year Ihoy can be virtually Im- 
possible, even for people who must 
diet for medical reasons. 


Lutheran General Hospital in Park 


Rldga can help. Tho hospital offers an 


outpatient counseling service to help 
patients understand, and stick to the 
restricted diet prescribed by their 
doctor. 


CAN A PERSON on n sugar-free, 


low cholesterol or other special diet 
still enjoy the holidays? 


"Absolutely," 
says 
Maureen 


Schwab, outpatient diet counselor at 
Lutheran General. 


"Wo have u packet of holiday reci- 


pes we give to persons on a weight 
reduction diet that modifies a lot of. 
the season's favorite foods so that . 


they're not so caloric. People can eat 
a regular pumpkin pie, only without, 
all the sugar," Mrs. Schwab says. 


Outpatient diet counseling will gen- 


erally consist of an initial one-hour 
visit and two half-hour follow up ses- 
sions. Special diet problems may 
mean more follow ups. 


COUNSELORS 
individualize 
diet 


problems. Merely handing a patient a 
list of gastronomic dos and don'ts will 
not work. 
• "The key is to really understand the 
person's food buying and eating habits 


and to show them how the diet fits. 
in," Mrs. Schwab says. "For ex- 
ample, we see a lot of people who arc 
in business, traveling, entertaining, or 
working at night — it all can make a 
difference.'We're trying to make tho 
diet as realistic as possible." 


Lutheran General is now testing nn 


eight-week weight loss program 
aimed at combating obesity through 
group behavior modification. The goal 
is long-term and permanent weight 
loss, not merely the temporary loss 
of 10 or 15 pounds through a crash 


diet of one kind or another, says Ei- 
leen Head, nutrition caro coordinator 
for Lutheran General. 


"Shaping behavior patterns for the 


obese person includes modifying the 
way they look at food, not keeping 
certain foods around the house and 
changing shopping habits," Ms. Hoad 
says. 


, "THE PROBLEM is that many 
people get in a weight reduction diet 
syndrome. They go from one diet to 
another, gaining and losing the same 


five or 10 pounds, with no permanent 
weight loss. 


"The pop diets keep leading people 


to believe they can quickly solve their 
weight problems. It's really a life-long 
commitment," she says. 


Most people on special diets go 


through a period of denial and depres- 
sion thinking they will no longer be 
able to eat any of the foods they en- 
joy, Mrs. Schwab says. It is one of the 
jobs of outpatient counseling to en- 
courage these persons by showing

Bnrnctt and others of the locksmith 


profession arc handy that way. They 
an constantly rescuing the helpless 
who ore locked in, locked out or even 
locked up. 


"Talk about crazy things," said 


Barnctt, owner of Active Lock and 
Key, 811 Lee St., DCS Plaincs, "no one 
sees crazy things like we do. Wo see 
people In situations when they are 
just not themselves." 


A COUPLE of years ago, Barnctt 


was startled out of a sound sleep ear- 


ly on a Saturday morning by a frantic 
telephone call. He, like most area 
locksmiths, provides 24-hour-scrvlce 
and makes house calls. 


"This young fella just told me to get 


over to his apartment right away. I

"It's a helpless, stupid feeling. It 


happens .to everyone at one time or 
another. You're staring through the 
windows into your car or house, look- 
Ing at the keys you locked In there 
and you can't get at them," said John 
P. Lydon, owner of Arlington Lock 
and Key, 1721 N. Patton Ave., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


LOCKSMITHS also are called on to 


change door locks when a house has 
been burglarized, when homeowners 
have lost their keys and even when a 
couple is seeking a divorc and wants 
to lock each other out. 


"Some of the things we get calls on 


are unhappy. Ladles who arc getting 
a divorce call us to come and change 
tho locks on their house. We get there 
and the husband Is yelling at her and 
at us," Barnott sold. • 


"Ono time, a husband camo after 


mo with a shotgun. I was out there 
just because his wife had called me. 
But, I just got my tools together and 
left quick," he said. 


Local police departments even have 


como to locksmiths for help. It hap- 
pened to Barnctt five months ago 
when the landlord of an apartment 
building In unincorporated Maine 
Township told Cook County Sheriff's 
police one of Ills tenants was missing. 


DARNETT WAS hired by police to 


spring tho lock on the apartment 


door, revealing the tenant was dead 
Inside. 


"Most of our calls are harmless, 


though. It seems like we never get the 
calls until after the fact. People usu- 
ally are in a panic. They realize 
they've dropped their keys down a 
garbage disposal or toilet, or that 
their child has swallowed a key," 
Barnettsaid. 


Many of the emergencies locksm- 


iths are asked to assist with result 
from carelessness, Lydon said. 


"A couple of years ago, I had a lady 


who locked herself into a walk-in 
closet while she was getting ready to 
go out to a party. The closet door had 
a safety lock on it to protect her 
clothes and valuables, and the lock 
jammed after the door shut behind 
her," Lydon said.

places and give them a secure, little 
niche in suburbia. 


"And we get a pretty good look at

Consumer fraud 
office looking 
for customers 


For three hours each Saturday, 


Thomas E. Strzalka sits at the Elk 
Grove Village hall waiting to help in- 
dividuals, but he isn't kept too busy. 


"I don't think a lot of people know 


about this branch office of Illinois 
Ally. Gen. William J. Scott's con- 
sumer fraud office," Strzalka said. "I 
get maybe six people a month." 


Last Saturday, for instance, only 


two consumers came calling. And for 
one of them it was a return visit. She 
had filed a complaint in August when 
her 
rug 
fell apart after being 


cleaned. But the Chicago consumer 
fraud office had lost the complaint 
forms, and she had to stop by village 
hall to sign again. 


BECAUSE SHE was a veteran, she 


knew what to expect. But others, 
Strzalka said, are disappointed when 
they learn that he cannot render an 
opinion. 


"I'm here to help people fill out 


complaint forms," said the 22-year-old 
DePaul University law student. "One 
thing they stressed during orientation 
was that we're not lawyers so we 
shouldn't be giving out advice. 


"One of the main problems is 


people don't read their 
contract," 


Strzalka said. He urged residents to 
come in and fill out complaints be- 
cause "it doesn't cost anything to fill 
out the forms." 


STRZALKA MAILS the completed 


forms to the Chicago office of the con- 
sumer fraud division. There, each 
complaint is assigned to an attorney, 
said Dom Dclicannis, Chicago office 
manager. 
^ 


Delicannis said the attorney checks 
lo see whether the attorney general's 
office has jurisdiction. If It is believed 
the office can intervene in what may 
have been fraud, a complaint notice is 
sent to the alleged offender. 


"Often, the letter from us is enough 


to get action," Dclicannis said. But if 
the letter is ignored for five days and 
a second letter also Is ignored, the 
consumer fraud office can schedule a

Tho season of sugar plum visions Is 


upon us. That may be sweet dreams 
for youngsters, but anyone trying to 
stick to a diet knows it can be a night- 
mare. 


Diets are no fun even under tho best 


of circumstances. From Thanksgiving 
through Christmas and on Into the 
New Year they can be virtually im- 
possible, even for people who must 
diet for medical reasons. 


Lutheran General Hospital in Pork 


Rldgo can help. The hospital offers an 


outpatient counseling service to help 
patients understand, and stick to the 
restricted diet prescribed by their 
doctor. 


CAN A PERSON on a sugar-free, 


low cholesterol or other special diet 
still enjoy the holidays? 


"Absolutely," 
says 
Maureen 


Schwab, outpatient diet counselor at 
Lutheran General. 
, 


"We have a packet of holiday reci- 


pes wo give to persons on a weight 
reduction diet that modifies .a lot of 
the season's favorite foods so that' 


they're not so caloric. People can eat 
a regular pumpkin pie, only without 
all the sugar," Mrs. Schwab says, 
i 


Outpatient diet counseling will gen- 


erally consist of an Initial one-hour 
visit and two half-hour follow up ses- 
sions. Special diet problems may 
mean more follow ups. 


COUNSELORS 
individualize 
diet 


problems. Merely handing a patient a 
list of gastronomic dos and don'ts will 
not work. 


"The key Is to really understand the 


person's food buying and eating habits 


and to show them how the diet fits 
in," Mrs. Schwab says. "For ex- 
ample, we see a lot of people who are 
in business, traveling, entertaining, or 
working at night — it all can make a 
difference. We're trying, to make the 
diet as realistic as possible." 


Lutheran General is now testing an 


eight-week weight loss program 
aimed at combating obesity through 
group behavior modification. The goal 
is long-term and permanent weight 
loss, not merely the temporary loss 
of 10 or 15 pounds through a crash 


diet of one kind or another, says Ei- 
leen Head, nutrition care coordinator 
for Lutheran General. 


"Shaping behavior patterns for the 


obese person includes modifying the 
way they look'at food, not keeping 
certain foods around the house and 
changing shopping habits," Ms. Hoad 
says. 


"THE PROBLEM is that many 


people get in a weight reduction diet 
syndrome. They go from one diet to 


!. another, gaining and losing the same 


five or 10 pounds, with no permanent 
weight loss. 


"The pop diets keep leading people 


to believe they can quickly solve their 
weight problems. It's really a life-long 
'commitment," she says. 


Most people on special diets go 


through a period of denial and depres- 
sion thinking they will no longer be 
able to eat any of the foods they en- 
joy, Mrs. Schwab says. It is one of the 
jobs of outpatient counseling to en- 
courage these persons by showing

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These pros have picked a field that's all locked up

Frank Bornett may not have the 


key to your heart,, but If there's a lock 
on It he con either break In or make a 
new key for It. 


Bornctt and others of the locksmith 


profession are handy that way. They 
are constantly rescuing the helpless 
who arc locked In, locked out or even 
locked up. 


"Talk about crazy things," said 


Burnett, owner of Active Lock and 
Key, 811 Lee St., DCS Plalnes, "no one 
sees crazy things like we do. We see 
people In situations when they are 
Just not themselves." 


A COUPLE of years ago, Burnett 


was startled out of a sound sloop car- 
ly on a Saturday morning by a frantic 
telephone call. He, like most area 
locksmiths, provides 24-hour-scrvlce 
and makes house calls. 


"This young fella just told mo to get 


over to his apartment right away. 1 
got over there and found nim hand- 
cuffed to a girl. It was his way of 
making sure she'd stay the night, but 
In the morning, they couldn't find the 
key," ho sold. "It was embarrassing 
for them, but really pretty funny." 


The usual, run-of-the-mill calls for 


any locksmith Include helping people 


break into their con or houses when 
they've locked .their keys inside and 
locked themselves out 


"It's a helpless, stupid feeling. It 


happens to everyone at one time or 
another. You're staring through the 
windows Into your cor or house, look- 
ing at the keys you locked in there 
and you can't get at them," said John 
P. Lydon, owner of Arlington Lock 
and Key, 1721 N. Patton Ave., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


LOCKSMITHS also ore called on to 


change door locks when a house has 
been burglarized, when homeowners 
have lost their keys and even when a 
couple Is seeking a divorc and wants 
to lock each other out. 


"Some of the things we get colls on 


are unhappy. Ladles who are getting 
a divorce call us to come and change 
the locks on their bouse. We get there 
and the husband is yelling at her and 
at us," Burnett said. 


"One time, a husband came after 


me with a shotgun. I was out there 
just because his wife had called me. 
' But, I just got my tools together and 


left quick," he sold. 


Local police departments even have 


come to locksmiths for help. It hap- 
pened to Bornelt five months ago 


when the. landlord of an apartment 
building In unincorporated Maine 
Township told Cook County Sheriffs 
police one of his tenants was missing. 


BARNETT WAS hired by police to 


spring the lock on the apartment 
door, revealing the tenant was dead 
Inside. 


"Most of our calls are harmless, 


though. It seems like we never get the 
colls until after the fact. People usu- 
ally are in a panic. They realize 
they've dropped ttidr keys down a 
garbage disposal or toilet, or that 
their child hos swallowed a key," 
Bnrnett said. 
f 


Many of the emergencies locksm- 


iths are asked to assist with result 
from carelessness, Lydon said. 


"A couple of years ago, I had a lady 


who locked herself into a walk-in 
closet while she was getting ready to 
go out to a party. The closet door had 
a safety lock on it to protect her 
clothes and valuables, and the lock 
jammed after the door shut behind 
her," Lydon said. 


"I'VE HAD TOTS who hove locked 


their mothers out of the car. The 
mother leaves the baby in the car for 
a minute with the keys in the ignition. 
She comes back to find the kid has 


pushed the door locks down," he said. 


There have even been times when 


customers have locked themselves out 
of their house or car a second time, 
only minutes after the locksmith has 
left. 


"That's when it starts to cost mon- 


ey. We get the weirdest calls at night 
when an extra $13 or $20 is added to 
the regular charge for house calls," 
said Rene Goossens, manager of the 
A-Alarrt Lock and Safe Service, 28 W. 
Busse Ave., Mount Prospect. 


"Some people are security freaks. 


They are just scared to death that 
someone will break into their house, 
so they have us install all sorts of 
locks on their doors," he said. "Then, 
they lose their keys and lock them- 
selves out." 


LOCKSMITHS SAV they make hun- 


dreds of duplicate keys each year — 
between emergency calls — the same 
keys that people haphazardly lose or 
misplace. 


So, it's a never-ending battle to get 


people out of jams, get them into 
places and give them a secure, little 
niche in suburbia. 


"And we get a pretty good look at 


human nature while we're doing it," 
Barnett said.

DENVER (UPI) - If you've read 


the mystery stories of Raymond 
Chandler and Dashlell Hnmmclt, you 
«ould never. know Vcrnon Noonan • 
was o detective for a major downtown 
Intel. 


The fictional house dick is supposed 


to be a short, fat guy with cigar ashes 
on his vest who wisecracks from the 
side of his mouth. 


Noonan wears a pin-striped suit and 


carries an electronic beeper in his 
pocket for duty at the Brown Palace 
Hotel. He walks briskly through the 
lobby, slips back of the main desk, up 
a staircase and Into his low-cellingcd 
office. 


Noonan, 43, a six-footer with an av- 


erage build, calls himself a typical ho- 
tel detective and compares his oper- 
ation to that of any other large hotel. 


HE HAS never met a private de- 


tective. Ho doesn't even smoke cigars. 


"This business used to be just one 


guy floating around the lobby looking 
for undesirables," he said. "I suppose 
he'd patrol the floors too. Other than 


that, I don't know what he would have 
done." 


The days are gone of hotels hiring 


one man — sometimes an ex-cop, of- 
ten of questionable character — to 
protect visitors. 


Smaller hotels relegate security 


duties to an assistant manager, Noo- 
nan sold. Larger hotels hire a squad 
of security men with one person in 
charge called the director of security 
— the job title for Noonan, who re- 
tired from the Air Force as a master 
sergeant after 20 years service. 


"People still occasionally call me a 


house dick but I just smile. Face the 
facts, that's what we do. We're look- 
Ing for things. That's what makes it 
fun." 


THE TRAPPINGS have gone from 


seedy to slick. Nervous hotel clerks 
can push a button summoning some- 
one like Noonan within seconds. 


Although a closed circuit television 


in his paneled office scans each floor 
automatically, Noonan still wanders 
through the lobby and checks cars in

said technical director Knrry Clausen, 
"but wo can't do it overnight." 


But Village Atty. Jack Slcgcl says 


his noso knew It was time to sue. 


A village employe filled a bottle with 


water from a drainage ditch near the 
Torgocsz plant at 736 Estcs Ave. and 
uncorked It In Slegcl's law office, the 
attorney said. 


"I THOUGHT I was going to be 


sick," he said. "It's a terribly noxious 


odor. We're going to take that bottle 
into court and let the judge smell it." 


Tho company blends various chem- 


icals Into auto antifreeze, brake fluid 
and windshield solvent and also pro- 
duces a line of janitorial supplies and 
detergents. 


But state and local officials say the 


firm also spills some of its chemicals 
into drainage ditches at the Schaum- 
burg-Centcx industrial park. Tho pol- 
luted water then flo'ws into Spring- 
brook Creek, Salt Creek and the Du 
Page River, they say. • 


On Tuesday, Atty. Gen. William 


Scott filed a complaint with the Illi- 
nois Pollution Control Board, asking 
for an order halting the pollution and 
a fine of up to $10,000 plus $1,000 for 


each day the violations continue. 


A few hours later, the Schaumburg 


Village Board instructed Siegel to file 
a lawsuit aimed al closing tho plant. 


"THIS THING has been blown way 


out of proportion," Clausen said. 
"We've been working with the village 
to correct these problems. We've sub- 
mitted plans as to how we intend to 
modify our operation, and I thought it 
was just a matter of going through 
tho paperwork. It boggles my mind 
that it has gone this far." 


The firm, however, has a history of 


legal difficulties with the village. Last 
March, Targosz was found guilty of 
four counts of violating building and 
sanitation codes and paid $900 in fines 
and court costs.

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Problem of ten overlooked: specialists 
Deafness in children common

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Two spc- 


clallsts gay deafness in children often 
Is overlooked and sometimes mistak- 
enly. Is diagnosed as mental retarda- 
tion, autism, brain damage and even 
schizophrenia. 


Dr. McCoy Vcrnon of Western 


Maryland College and Judith Athcy of 
Howard Community College at Colum- 
bia, Md.. said such delayed or In- 
correct diagnoses can result In serious 
or Irreversible harm for the child and 
his family. 


Hearing loss Is one of the most com- 


mon chronic healthy problems In the 
United States with 13.4 million Ameri- 
cans afflctcd with a significant degree 
of Impairment. For hundreds of thou- 
sands of persons, deafness begins In 
childhood. 


"ONE SHOULD DE alert to the 


dues that can lead to an early and 


accurate detection of those with hear- 
ing losses," Vcrnon and Miss Athcy 
wrote In the October issue of the doc- 
tor's maguiine, Medical Opinion. 


They said there' are certain symp- 


toms that should be automatic warn- 
ings to health professionals of possible 
hearing difficulty in children. 


Probably the most Important clue to 


hearing trouble is delayed 'speech or 
l;mgauge development in a child. Ver- 
non and Miss Athcy said children ex- 
hibiting this problem should be tested 
Immediately. 


"Simply by referring cases of de- 


layed language development for hear- 
ing tests, most misdlagnosis and fail- 
ure to diagnose can be eliminated," 
they wrote. 
• 


ANOTHER CLUE to hearing dlffi-' 


culty is poor speech or strange sounds 
from a child. Vcrnon and Miss Athcy 
said hard-of-hoaring children usually 


mispronounce consonant and hissing 
sounds. 
• 


Some children who hear reasonably 


well in the relative quiet of a'doctor's 
office may have difficulty hearing In 
noisy classroms and, consequently, 
may have serious academic, diffi- 
culties. Vernon and Miss Athey said 
that frequently such difficulties are 
diagnosed as learning disabilities. 
• A failure to hear also can cause 
frustration and communication break- 
, downs that can result In a behavioral 
disorder in which the child appears 
stubborn, has tantrums or with- 
draws. 


An automated system for mass 


screening of newborn babies for deaf- 
ness is being tested at 15 medical cen- 
ters across the country. The device, 
called a crib-o-gram, was developed 
at the Stanford University School of 
Medicine and monitors Infant move- 


ment after test sound is emmltted 
from a microphone in the nursery 
ceiling. 


THE REPORT in medical opinion 


said the problem of incorrect diag- 
nosis of children with hearing loss 
showed up in a McGill University 
Medical School study'that found that 
one-third of deaf children originally 
were mlsdlagnosed, usually as men- 
tally retarded, .autistic, brain dam- 
aged or schizophrenic. 


Another study, conducted at the 


University of British Columbia Medi- 
cal School, found that In more than 
half the coses in which a parent com- 
plained that bis child could not hear, 
the family doctor rejected the com- 
plaint without testing the child's hear- 
ing. Pediatricians acted the same 
way one-third of the time. 


"These findings warrant concern, 


since parents usually turn first to 
their family physician or pediatrician 
when they suspect deafness," Vernon 
and Miss Athey sold.

• The OSHA> stalled: proposed rules 


"to ensure the basic human decencies 
of toilets and cool water for farm- 
workers inHhe field."

• Some 60 health and safety 


pamphlets, many aimed at farm- 
workers with limited reading abilities, 
were postponed 
indefinitely when 


OSHA Sec. Morton Corn "melted un- 
der the heat" of public scorn for a 
brochure on safety with beef cattle. 


The cattle pamphlet became the 


butt of Washington jokes last summer 
because it contained what critics con- 
sidered simplistic and ludicrously ob- 
vious safety warnings, including a no- 
tation that "manure Is slippery." 


"Saying manure is slippery may 


sound funny to a city slicker or to a 
farm owner looking to destroy OSHA, 
but it is no funnier than saying that 
cars can skid on wet leaves," the 
Health Research Group said. 


"Since July, not one new farm- 


workers' safety pamphlet has been 
published, though about 30 are ready 
to print." 


AN OSHA EMPLOYE reviewing the 


pamphlets for publication said they 
have been delayed in his office be- 
cause he has been overwhelmed with 
work on other Issues. 


"The logjam is not an agency pol- 


icy," he said. "We are still going to 
have easy-to-read farm pamphlets." 


Tho Health Research Group report 


urged readers to write their Congress- 
men and OSHA on behalf of farm- 
workers, supplying sample letters for 
that purpose.

WHENEVER IT WAS. the first dozen escapees thrived. Their 


descendants number from 40 to 50. Reverting to the wild, they 
grew tough, smart and elusive under survival pressures. They 
appear to prefer their freedom, scrabbling for a living beside the 
traffic-choked reway, to the serenity of a henhouse, and manag- 
ing to avoid capture. 


the Animal Regulation Dept. has tried several times to catch 


them, but the thick brush hampers humans and'the chickens are 
quick. Traps didn't work.- 


The chickens get help from some local sympathizers who disable 


the traps, the department's officers complain. 


• -And they get help from Minnie, a widow who contributes food 
and water to the flock, spending about $35 a month of her small 
Social Security check on them.

"THEY'RE JUST CHICKENS — but I do love them," she said. 
She worries that there will be no one to help the chickens when 


she Is gone. A year ago, Actors and Others for Animals, an animal 
welfare group founded by movie stars, wanted to put her mind at 
ease by rounding up the chickens and putting them on a farm. 


The California Dept. of Transportation, which has jurisdiction 


over the land; denied permission, saying the chickens caused no 
traffic problems but a chicken hunt would. 


THE GROUP TOOK Its case this month to the Animal Regu- 


lation Board, pleading that "something be done before Minnie 
passes away."

The season of sugar plum visions is

Diets are no fun even under the best 


of circumstances. From Thanksgiving 
through Christmas and on Into the 
Now Year they can be virtually Im- 
possible, even for people who must 
diet for medical reasons. 


Lutheran General Hospital In Park 


Ridge can help. The hospital offers an 


outpatient counseling service to help 
patients understand, and stick to the 
restricted diet prescribed by their 
doctor. 


CAN A PERSON on a sugar-free, 


•low cholesterol or other special diet 
still enjoy the holidays?

Schwab, outpatient diet counselor at 
Lutheran General. 


"Wo hove a packet of holiday reci- 


pes we give to persons on a weight 
reduction diet that modifies a lot of 
the season's favorite foods so that 


they're not so caloric. People con eat 
a regular pumpkin pie, only without 
all the sugar," Mrs. Schwab says. 
. Outpatient diet counseling will gen- 
erally consist of an initial one-hour 
visit and two half-hour follow up ses- 
sions. Special ' diet problems may 
mean more follow ups. 


COUNSELORS individualize diet 


problems. Merely handing a patient a 
list of gastronomic dos and don'ts will 
not work. ' 


"The key is to really understand the 


person's food buying and eating habits 


and to show them how the diet fits 
in," Mrs.' Schwab says. "For ex- 
ample, we see a lot of people who are 
in business, traveling, entertaining, or 
working at night — It all can make a 
difference. We're trying to make the 
diet as realistic as possible." 


Lutheran General is now testing an 


eight-week weight loss program 
aimed at combating obesity through 
group behavior modification. The goal 
is long-term and permanent weight 
loss, not merely the temporary loss 
of 10 or 15 pounds through a crash 


diet of one kind or another, says Ei- 
leen Head, nutrition care coordinator 
for Lutheran General. 
. "Shaping behavior patterns for the 
obese person includes modifying the 
way they look at food, not keeping 
certain foods around the house and 
changing shopping habits," Ms. Hoad 
says. 


"THE PROBLEM is that many 


people get in a weight reduction diet 
syndrome. They go from one diet to 
another, gaming and losing the same 


five or 10 pounds, with no permanent 
weight loss. 


"The pop diets keep leading people 


to believe they can quickly solve their 
weight problems. It's really a life-long 
commitment," she says. 


Most people on special diets go 


through a period of denial and depres- 
sion thinking they will no longer be 
able to eat any of the foods they en- 
joy, Mrs. Schwab says.

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These pros have picked a field that's all locked up 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


Frank Barnett may not have the 


key to your heart, but if there's a lock 
on It he can either break In or make a 
new key for It. 


Barnett and others of the locksmith 


profession are handy that way. They 
are constantly rescuing the helpless 
who are locked in, locked out or even 
locked up. 


"Talk about crazy things," said 


Bamett, owner of Active Lode and 
Key, 811 Leo St., Des Plaines, "no one 
tecs crazy things like we do. We see 
people in situations when they' are 
just not themselves." 


A COUPLE of years ago, Barnett' 


was startled out of a sound sleep ear- 
ly on a Saturday morning by a frantic 
telephone call. He, like most area 
locksmiths, provides 24-hour-servico 
and makes house calls. 


"This young fella just told me to get 


over to his apartment right away. I 
got over there and found him hand- 
cuffed to a girl. It was his way of 
making sure she'd stay the night, but > 
in the morning, they couldn't find the 
key," he said. "It was embarrassing 
for them, but really pretty funny." 


The usual, run-of-the-mill calls for 


any locksmith include helping people 


'break into their cars or houses when 
they've locked their keys Inside and 
locked themselves out. 
• 
"It's a helpless, stupid feeling. It 


'happens to everyone at one time or 
another. You're staring through the 
windows into your car or house, look- 
ing at the keys you locked in there 
and you can't get at them," said John 
P. Lydon, owner of Arlington Lock 
and Key, 1721 N. Fatten Ave., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


LOCKSMITHS also are called on to 


change door locks when a house has 
been burglarized, when homeowners 
have lost their keys and even when a 
couple is seeking a divorc and wants 
to lock each other out.' 


"Some of the things we get,calls on 


are unhappy. Ladies who are getting 
a divorce call us to come and change 
the locks on their house. We get there 
and the husband is yelling at her and 
at us," Barnett said. 


"One time, a husband came after 


mo with a shotgun. I was out there 
just because his wife had called me. 
But, I just got my tools together and 


, left quick," he said. ' 


Local police departments even have 


come to locksmiths for help. -It hap- 
pened to Barnett five months ago 


when the landlord of an apartment 
building in unincorporated Maine 
Township told Cook County Sheriff's 
police one of his tenants was missing. 


BARNETT WAS hired by police to 


spring the lock on the apartment 
door, revealing the tenant was dead 
inside. 


"Most of our calls are harmless, 


though. It seems like we never get the 
calls until after the fact. People usu- 
ally are in a panic. They realize 
they've dropped their keys down a 
garbage disposal or toilet, or that 
their child has swallowed a key," 
Barnett said. 


Many of the emergencies locksm- 


iths are asked to assist with result 
from carelessness, Lydon said. 


"A couple of years ago, I had a lady 


who locked Herself into a walk-in 
closet while she was getting ready to 
go out to a party. The closet door had 
a safety lock on it to protect her 
clothes and valuables, and the lock 
jammed after the door shut behind 
her," Lydon said. 


"I'VE HAD TOTS who have locked 


their mothers out'of the car. The 
mother leaves the baby in the car for 
' a minute with the keys In the ignition. 
She comes back to find the kid has 


pushed the door locks down," he said. 


There have even been times when 


customers have locked themselves out 
of their house or car a second time, 
only minutes after the locksmith has 
left. 


"That's when it.starts to cost mon- 


ey. We get the weirdest calls at night 
when an extra $15 or $20 is added to 
the regular charge for house calls," 
said Rene Goossens, manager of the 
A-Alarra Lock and Safe Service, 28 W. 
Busse Ave., Mount Prospect. 


"Some people are security freaks. 


They are Just scared to death that 
someone will break into their house, 
so they have us install all sorts of 
locks on their doors," he said. "Then, 
they lose their keys and lock them- 
selves out." 


LOCKSMITHS SAY they make hun- 


dreds of duplicate keys each'year — 
between emergency calls — the same 
keys that people haphazardly lose or 
misplace. 


So, it's a never-ending battle to get 


people out of jams,, get them Into 
places and give them a secure, little 
"niche in suburbia. < . 


"And we get a pretty good look at 
' human nature while we're doing it," 


Barnett said. .

DENVER (UPI) - If you've read 


the mystery stories of Raymond 
Chandler and Dashlell Hammett, you 
would never know Vernon Noonan 
was a detective for a major downtown 
hotel. 


The fictional house dick Is supposed 


to be a short, fat guy with cigar ashes 
on his vest who wisecracks from the 
side of his mouth. 


Noonan wears a pin-striped suit and 


carries an electronic beeper In his 
pocket for duty at the Brown Palace 
Hotel. He walks briskly through the 
lobby, slips back of the main desk, up 
a staircase and Into his low-cellinged 
office. 


Noonan, 45, a six-footer with an av-. 


erage build, calls himself a typical ho- 
tel detective and compares his oper- 
ation to that of any other large hotel. 


HE HAS never met a private de- 


tective. Ho doesn't even smoke cigars. 


"This business used to be just one 


guy floating around the lobby looking 
for undesirables," he said. "I suppose 
he'd patrol the floors too. Other than 
that, I don't know what he would have 
done." 


The days are gone of hotels hiring 


one man — sometimes an ex-cop, of- 
ten of questionable character — to 
protect visitors. 


Smaller hotels relegate security 


duties to an assistant manager, Noo- 
nan said. Larger hotels hire a squad 
of security men with one person in 
charge called the director of security 
— the job title for Noonan, who re- 
tired from the Air Force as a master 
sergeant after 20 years service. 


"People still occasionally call me a 


house dick but I just smile. Face the 
facts, that's what we do. We're look- 
Ing for things. That's what makes it 
fun." 


Tin: TRAPPINGS have gone from 


seedy to slick. Nervous hotel clerks 
can push o button summoning some- 
one like Noonan within seconds. 


Although a closed circuit television 


In his paneled office scans each floor 
automatically, Noonan still wanders 
through the lobby and checks cars in 
the basement garage. But most of the 
leg work Is handled by his eight 
plaJnctothcsmen. 


It is difficult to place the job In the 


genre of Sam Spade and company.

Schaumburg students completing 


degree requirements during summer 
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Prof? students probing 
basis of physical attraction 


STILLWATER, Okla. (UPI) — An 


Oklahoma State professor and his 
graduate students have spent three 
years'studying the question of wheth- 
er big noses and mouths are more at- 
tractive than smaller ones. 


Dr. John McCullers and his students 


are trying to determine the effect of 
facial features on development in chil- 
dren from minority groups. 


"We chose noses and mouths for 


our research because they differ wide- 
ly between various ethnic groups and 
are relatively hard to change," said 
McCullers. "Hair styles, facial ex- 
pressions and skin blemishes tend to 
be temporary and can be changed 
fairly easily." 


THE RESEARCH BEGAN when 


McCullers' group wondered whether 
line drawings of faces of a pretty and 
an ugly woman seen in old testing 
materials might hold a key to under- 
standing the basis of physical attrac- 
tion In the United States. 


"In our studies we've found that a 


small nose and mouth are seen as at- 
tractive and large ones, unattractive, 
among American whites, blacks and 
Indians, Iranians, Indians from India, 
Chinese, black Africans and Saudi 
Arabians," McCullers said. 


"Preschool children prefer larger 


features," he said, "but by the time 
they are 4 to 5 years old, they have 
already learned that large noses and 
mouths are not good things to have, 
even when these children are not al- 
ways aware of differences in feature 
size. 


"Probably this attitude has been 


handed down over the generations by 


Western civilization. If we went back 
to primitive societies not having had 
contact with Western civilization, they 
probably would pick large features as 
attractive because all the people they 
would have even known would have 
had large features," McCullers said.

"Most young people who get in- 


volved in vandalism are pretty uncon- 
scious about why they do it," Lipsch 
says. "Most kids aren't really aware 
of why they do things at all." 


HOWEVER, HE SEES a relation- 


ship between vandalism and a young 
person's anger and frustration with 
parents or school. 


"Usually, kids who are involved in 


vandalism feel some degree of alien- 
ation," he says. "At least it's a reac- 
tion to material things as a sign of 
identification.". 


Many youths, Lipsch says, feel a de- 


gree of "flippancy" about material 
things. It's not that vandals don't re- 
alize how important the things they , 
destroy are, it's that they feel adults 
put too much emphasis on such things 
as a way of saying who they are, he 
says. 


Also on the panel will be Hoffman 


Estates Village Pres. Virginia M. 
Hayter; Thomas Hillescheim, princi- 
pal of Hoffman Estates High School; 
Barbara Arnold, a member of the 
committee on youth; and representa- 
tives of the Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg police departments.

sue, discussion primarily," he says.

Members of the audience will 
be asked to discuss vandalism infor- 
mally in small groups with panel 
members.

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These pros have picked a field that's all locked up

Frank Burnett may not have the 


key to your heart, but if there's a lock 
on it he con either break in or make a 
new key for it. 


Barnctt and others of the locksmith 


profession are handy that way. They 
are constantly rescuing the helpless 
who are locked in, locked out or even 
locked up. 


"Talk about crazy things," said 


Barnctt, owner of Active Lock and 
Key, 811 Leo St., DCS Plaincs, "no one 
sees crazy things like we do. We see 
people in situations when they are 
just not themselves." 


A COUPLE of years ago, Barnctt 


was startled out of a sound sleep ear- 
ly on a Saturday morning by a frantic 
telephone call. He, like most area 
locksmiths, provides 24-hour-scrvlco 
and makes house calls. 


"This young fella just told me to get 


over to his apartment right away. I 
got over there and found him hand- 
cuffed to a girl. It was his way of 
making sure she'd stay the night, but 
in the morning, they couldn't find the 
key," he said. "It was embarrassing 
for them, but really pretty funny." 


The usual, run-of-the-mill calls for 


any locksmith include helping people 


break Into their cars or houses when 
they've locked their keys inside and 
locked themselves out. 


"It's a helpless, stupid feeling. It 


happens to everyone at one time or 
another. You're staring through the 
windows into your car or house, look- 
Ing at the keys you locked in there 
and you can't get at them," said John 
P. Lydon, owner of Arlington Lock 
and Key, 1721 N. Patton Ave., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


LOCKSMITHS also are called on to 


change door locks when a house has 
been burglarized, when homeowners 
have lost their keys and even when a 
couple Is seeking a divorc and wants 
to lock each other out. 


i "Some of the things we get calls on 
are unhappy. Ladies who are getting 
a divorce call us to come and change 
the locks on their house. We get there 
and the husband is yelling at her and 
at us," Bornett said. 


"One time, a husband came after 


me with a shotgun. I was out there 
just because his wife had called me. 
But, I just got my tools together and 
left quick," ho said. 


Local police deportments even have 


come to locksmiths for help. It hap- 
pened to Barnctt five months ago 


when the landlord of an apartment 
building in unincorporated Maine 
Township told Cook County Sheriff's 
police one of his tenants was missing. 


BARNETT WAS hired by police to 


spring the lock on the apartment 
door, revealing the tenant was dead 
inside. 


"Most of our'calls are harmless, 


though. It seems like we never get the 
calls until after the fact. People usu- 
ally are in a panic. They realize 
they've dropped their keys down a 
garbage disposal or toilet, or that 
their child has swallowed a key," 
Barnctt said. 
>, 


Many of the emergencies locksm- 


iths are asked to assist with result 
from carelessness, Lydon said. 


"A couple of years ago, I had a lady 


who locked herself into a walk-in 
closet while she was getting ready to 
go out to a party. The closet door had 
a safety lock on it to protect her 
clothes and valuables, and the lock 
jammed after the door shut behind 
her," Lydon said. 


"I'VE HAD TOTS who have locked 


their mothers out of the car. The 
mother leaves the baby in the car for 
a minute with the keys in the ignition. 
She comes back to find the kid has 


pushed the door locks down," he said. 


There have even been times when 


customers have locked themselves out 
of their house or car a second time, 
only minutes after the locksmith has 
left. 
. ' 


• "That's when it starts to cost mon- 
ey. We get the weirdest calls at night 
when an extra $15 or $20 is added to 
the regular charge for house calls," 
said Rene Goossens, manager of the 
A-Alarm Lock and Safe Service, 28 W. 
Busse Ave., Mount Prospect. 


"Some people are security freaks. 


They are just scared to death that 
someone will break into their house, 
so they have us Install all sorts of 
locks on their doors," he said. "Then, 
they lose their keys and lock them- 
selves out." 
• LOCKSMITHS SAY they make nun- 


. dreds of duplicate keys each year — 
between emergency calls — the same 
keys that people haphazardly lose or 
misplace. 


So, it's a never-ending battle to get 


people out of jams, get them into 
places and give them a secure, little 
niche in suburbia. 
• "And we get a pretty good look at 
human nature while we're doing it," 
Barnettsaid.

Noonan wears a pin-striped suit and 


carries an electronic beeper in his 
pocket for duty at the Brown Palace 
Hotel. He walks briskly through the 
lobby, slips back of the main desk, up 
a staircase and Into his low-celllnged 
office. 


Noonan, 45, a six-footer with an av- 


erage build, calls himself a typical ho- 
tel detective and compares his oper- 
ation to that of any other large hotel. 


HE HAS never met a private de- 


fective. He doesn't even smoke cigars. 


"This business used to be just one 


guy floating around the lobby looking 
for undesirables," he said. "I suppose 
he'd patrol the floors too. Other than 
that, I don't know what he would have • 
done." 


The days are gone of hotels hiring 


one man — sometimes an ex-cop, of- 
ten of questionable character — to 
protect visitors. 


Smaller hotels relegate security 


duties to an assistant manager, Noo- 
nan said. Larger hotels hire a squad 
of security men with one person in 
charge called the director of security 
— the job title for Noonan, who re- 
tired from the Air Force as a master 
sergeant after 20 years service. 


"People still occasionally call me a 


house dick but I just smile. Face the 
facts, that's what wo do. We're look-

THE TRAPPINGS have gone from 


Nervous hotel clerks 
can push a button summoning some- 
one like Noonan within seconds.

Arlington unit urges aid to opportunity center 


The Northwest Opportunity Center 


would receive Housing and Commu- 
nity Development funds to hire • 
housing counselor and to fund senior 
citizen and youth programs if the Ar- 
lington Heights Village Board ap- 
proves the recommendations of Its fi- 
nance committee. 


At a public hearing Tuesday, con- 


ducted jointly by the finance com- 
mittee and housing commission, It 
was recommended that the village ap- 
ply for $293.000 available through tho 
U.S. Dcpt. of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment with about $35,000 earmar- 
ked for three programs provided by 
the Northwest Opportunity Center in 
Arlington Heights. 


Other proposed uses for tho grant 


money are $140,000 to reroute a sewer 
line In downtown Arlington Heights 
and $80,000 to purchase additional 
property for tho Arlington Heights 
Historical Society and Museum. The 
village's major thoroughfare sidewalk 
program also gained some support 
from tho finance committee. 


THE VILLAGE BOARD the past 


two years has refused to help fund the 
Northwest Opportunity Center, which 
serves seven townships. 


Trustee Frank Palmotler, chairman 


of the finance committee, said he fa- 
vors helping the center continue its 
operations "within reason." 


Requests from Michael Raimondl, 


director of the center, for $13,000 to ' 
hire a housing counselor and $11,000 
for a summer Head Start program for 
Arlington Heights children scheduled 
to start kindergarten were approved 


unanimously by the two committees. 


Ralmondi's request for $11,000 to 


pay for two part-time workers for a 
senior citizen outreach program was 
opposed by Trustee 0. V. Anderson. 
Raimondl said the two workers are 
needed so the center can •continue a 
program now provided by the Subur- 
ban Cook .County Area on Aging, 
which has had funding cuts. 


LOU WALTON, a member of the 


housing commission, said the hiring of 
a housing counselor should help the 
village Implement Its housing assis- 
tance plan, which must be submitted 
to HUD for the village to be eligible 
for the Housing and Community De- 
velopment funds. The plan calls for 
the development of 375 units of low- 
and moderate-income housing units In 
the next three years in the village. 


"This really seems to be a sensible 


approach to implementing the housing 
assistance plan. No one on the hous- 
ing commission has the expertise to 
be a housing counselor," Mrs. Walton 
said. 


The housing counselor wpuld work 


"exclusively" in Arlington Heights, 
'contacting landlords and developers 
.for persons searching for subsidized 
housing, Raimondl said. 


THE CENTER provided services 


for about 300 Arlington Heights fami- 
lies during the past year, Raimondl 
said. Many of them asked for low-in- 
come housing. • 


"Of the existing housing out here, 


there are very few subsidized units. 
With a housing counselor, w» would 


be able to assist the village in achiev- 
ing the goals of Its housing assistance 
plan," Ralmondi said. 


The village board will decide in 


February whether the village should 
again apply for the federal money. 
The $134,000 the village received 
through the program this year will be 
used to purchase land for a parking ga 
rage in the central business district. 
That parking garage and the shopping 


center proposed to go with It will re- 
quire the rerouting of a sewer line, 
which now passes through the proper- 
ty. 


In addition to the sewer project, the 


village administration has recom- 
mended that community development 
funds be used to purchase land imme- 
diately north of the Arlington Heights 
Historical Society and Museum on 
Vail Avenue.

Prof, students probing 
basis of physical attraction 


STILLWATER, Okla. (UPI) - An 


Oklahoma State professor and his 
graduate students have spent three 
years studying the question of wheth- 
er big noses and mouths are more at- 
tractive than smaller ones. 


Dr. John McCullers and his students 


are trying to determine the effect of 
facial features on development in chil- 
dren from minority groups. 


"We chose noses and mouths for 


our research because they differ wide- 
ly between various ethnic groups and 
are relatively hard to change," said 
McCullers. "Hair styles, facial ex- 
pressions and skin blemishes tend to 
be temporary and can be changed 
fairly easily." 


THE RESEARCH BEGAN when 


McCullers' group wondered whether 
line drawings of faces of a pretty and 
an ugly woman seen in old testing 
materials might hold a key to under- 
standing the basis of physical attrac- 
tion in the United States. 


"In our studies we've found that a 


small nose and mouth are'seen as at- 
tractive and large ones, unattractive, 
among American whites, blacks and 
Indians, Iranians, Indians from India, 
Chinese, black Africans and Saudi 
Arabians," McCullers said. 


"Preschool children ' prefer larger 


features," he said, "but by the time 
they are 4 to 5 years old, they have 
already learned that large noses and 
mouths are not good things to have, 
even when these children are not al- 
ways aware of differences in feature 
size. 


"Probably this attitude has been 


handed down over the generations by 
Western civilization. If we went back 
to primitive societies not having had 
contact with Western civilization, they 
probably would pick large features as 
attractive because all the people they 
would have even known would have 
had large features," McCullers said. 


McCULLERS SAID THIS type of re- 


search was important because physi- 


cal attractiveness is related to per- 
ception and judgment of other per- 
sons. 


"Our cultural Idea of facial attrac- 


tiveness, perhaps dictated by tho 
white society, may make it hard for 
minority groups to fit the general cul- 
tural model," he said.

"I'm here to help people fill out 


complaint forms," said the 22-year-old 
DePaul University law student. "One 
thing they stressed during orientation 
was that we're not lawyers so we 
shouldn't be giving out advice. 


"One of the main problems . is 


people don't read their contract," 
Strzalka said. He urged residents to 
come in and fill out complaints be- 
cause "it doesn't cost anything to fill 
out the forms." 


STRZALKA MAILS the completed 


forms to the Chicago office of the con- 
sumer fraud division. There, .each 
complaint is assigned to an attorney, 
said Dom Delicannis, Chicago office 
manager. 


Delicannis said the attorney checks 


to see whether the attorney general's 
office has jurisdiction..If ills believed 
the office can intervene in what may 
have been fraud, a complaint notice is 
sent to the alleged offender. 
• 


"Often, the letter from us is enough 


to get action,'.' Delicannis said. But if 
the letter is ignored, for five days and 
a second letter also is ignored, the 
consumer fraud.office can schedule-a 
hearing. They also can schedule a 
hearing if they believe the facts of a 
case warrant it. 


"WE TRY TO GET the people to- 


gether. Sometimes it's Just plain mis- 
understanding or emotion that's in- 
volved," Delicannis said. 


The rub hi he whole matter is that 


the hearing officer's rulings are not 
binding and may be ignored. 


"We then suggest the person file 


suit in the small claims court, if it is 
an amount under $300, or hire an at- 
torney, if it is more than $300," Deli- 
cannis said.'.

of circumstances. From Thanksgiving 
through Christmas and %on into the , 
New Year they can be virtually im- 
possible, even for people who must 
diet for medical reasons. 


Lutheran General Hospital in Park 


Ridge can help. The hospital offers an 


outpatient counseling service to help 
patients understand, and stick to the 
restricted diet prescribed by their 
doctor. 


CAN A PERSON on a sugar-free, 


low cholesterol or other special' diet 
still enjoy the holidays? 


"Absolutely," 
says 
Maureen 


Schwab, outpatient diet counselor at 
Lutheran General. 


"We hove a packet of holiday reci- 


pes we give to persons on a weight 
reduction diet that modifies a lot of 
the season's favorite foods so that 


they're not so caloric. People can eat 
a regular pumpkin pie, only without 
all the sugar," Mrs. Schwab says. 
• 


Outpatient diet counseling will gen- 


erally consist of an initial one-hour 
visit and two half-hour follow up ses- 
sions. Special diet problems may 
mean more follow ups. 


COUNSELORS individualize 
diet 


problems. Merely handing a patient a 
list of, gastronomic dos and don'ts will 
not work.

"The key Is to really understand the 


person's food buying and eating habits 


and to" show them how the diet fits 
in," Mrs. Schwab says. "For ex- 
ample, we see a lot of people who are 
in business, traveling, entertaining, or 
working at night — It all can make a 
difference. We're trying to make the 
diet as realistic as possible." 
, Lutheran General is now testing an 
eight-week weight loss program 
aimed at combating obesity through 
group behavior modification. The goal 
is long-term and permanent weight 
loss, not merely the temporary loss 
of 10 or 15 pounds through a crash 


diet of one kind or another, says Ei- 
leen Head, nutrition care coordinator 
for Lutheran General.

"Shaping behavior patterns for the 


obese person includes modifying the 
way they look at food, not keeping 
certain foods around the house and 
changing shopping habits," Ms. Hoad 
says.

Burnett and others of the locksmith 


profession are handy that way. They 
arc constantly rescuing the helpless 
who are locked in, locked out or even 
locked up.

"Talk about crazy things," said 


Barnctt, owner of Active Lock and 
Koy, 811 Lea St., DCS Plalncs, "no one 
sees crazy things like we do. Wo see 
people In situations when they aro 
just not themselves." 


A COUPLE of years ago, Barnctt 


was startled out of a sound sleep ear- 
ly on a Saturday morning by a frantic 
telephone call. He, like most area 
locksmiths, provides 24-hour-scrvice 
and makes house calls. 


"This young fella just told me to get 


over to his apartment right away. I 
got over there and found him hand- 


cuffed to a girl. It was his way of 
making sure she'd stay the night, but 
In the morning, they couldn't find the 
koy," ho said. "It was embarrassing 
for them, but really pretty funny." 


Tito usual, run-of-the-mill calls for 


any locksmith include helping people 
break into their cars or houses when 
they've locked their keys Inside and 
locked themselves out. 


"It's a helpless, stupid feeling. It 


happens to everyone at one time or 
another. You're staring through the 
windows Into your car or house, look- 
Ing at the keys you locked in there 
and you can't get at them," said John 
P. Lydon, owner of Arlington Lock 
and Key, 1721 N. Patton Ave., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


LOCKSMITHS also are called on to 


change door locks when a house has 
been burglarized, when homeowners 
have lost their keys and even when a 
couple is seeking a dlvorc and wants 
to lock each other out. 


"Some of the things we get calls on 


ore unhappy. Ladles who are getting 
a divorce call us to come and change 
the locks on their house. We get there 
and the husband is yelling at her and 
at us," Barnett said. ' 


"One tune, a husband came after 


me with a shotgun. I was out there 
just because his wife had called me. 
But, I just got my tools together and 
left quick," he said. 


Local police departments even have 


come to locksmiths for help. It hap- 
pened to Barnett five months ago 
when the landlord of an apartment 
building in unincorporated

BARNETT WAS hired by police to

"Most of our calls ore harmless, 


though. It seems like we never get the 
culls until after the fact. People usu- 
ally are In a panic. They realize 
they've dropped their keys down a 


garbage disposal or toilet, or that 
their child has swallowed a key," 
Barnett said.

Many of the emergencies locksm- 


iths are asked to assist with result 
from carelessness, Lydon said. 


"A couple of years ago, I had a lady 


who locked herself into a walk-In 
closet while she was getting ready to 
go out to a party. The closet door had 
a safety lock on it to protect her 
clothes and valuables, and the lock 
jammed after the door shut behind 
her," Lydon said. 


"I'VE HAD TOTS who have locked 


their mothers out of the cor. The 
mother leaves the baby in the car for 
a minute with the keys in the ignition. 
She comes back to find the kid has 
pushed the door locks down," he said. 


There have even been times when 


customers have locked themselves out 
of their house or car a second time, 
only minutes after the locksmith has 
left. 


"That's when It starts to cost mon- 


ey. We get the weirdest calls at night 
when an extra $15 or $20 is added to 
the regular charge for house calls," 
said Rene Goossens, manager of the 
A-Alarra Lock and Safe Service, 28 W. 
Busse Ave., Mount Prospect. 


"Some people are security freaks. 


They are just scared to death that 
someone will break into their house, 
so they have us install all sorts of 
locks on their doors," he said. "Then, 
they lose their keys and lock them- 
selves out." 


LOCKSMITHS SAY they make hun- 


dreds of duplicate keys each year — 
between emergency calls — the same 
keys that people haphazardly lose or 
misplace. 


So, it's a never-ending battle to get 


people out of jams, get them into 
places and give them a secure, little 
niche in suburbia. 


"And we get a pretty good look at 


human nature while we're doing it," 
Barnett said.

Schaumburg water pollution case 
We're correcting problem: official 


An official of a Schaumburg chem- 


ical company says he can't under- 
stand the double-barreled legal attack 
by the village and the Illinois attorney 
general. 


E. Targosz and Co. is working to 


solve its water pollution problems, 
said technical director Karry Clausen, 
"but we can't do it overnight." 


But Village Atty. Jack Slegel says 


his nose knew it was time to sue. 


A village employe filled a bottle with 


water from a drainage ditch near the 
Targoesz plant at 73B Estes Ave. and 
uncorked it in Siegel's law office, the 
attorney said. 


"I THOUGHT I was going to be 


sick," ho said. "It's a terribly noxious 
odor. We're going to take that bottle 
into court and let the judge smell it." 


The company blends various chem- 


icals into auto antifreeze, brake fluid 
and windshield solvent and also pro- 
duces a line of janitorial supplies and 
detergents. 


But state and local officials say the 


firm also spills some of its chemicals 
into drainage ditches at the Schaum- 
burg-Centex industrial park. The pol- 
luted water then flows into Spring- 
brook Creek, Salt Creek and the Du 
Page River, they say. 


On Tuesday, Atty. Gen. William 


Scott filed a complaint with the Illi- 
nois Pollution Control Board, asking 
for an order halting the pollution and 
a fine of up to $10,000 plus $1,000 for 
each day the violations continue. 


A few hours later, the Schaumburg 


Village Board instructed Slegel to file 
a lawsuit aimed at closing the plant. - 


"Tins THING has been blown way 


out of proportion," Clausen said. 


"We've been working with the village 
to correct these problems. We've sub- 
mitted plans as to how we intend to 
modify our operation, and I thought it 
was just a matter of going through 
the paperwork. It boggles my mind 
that It has gone this far." 


The firm, however, has a history of 


legal difficulties with the village. Last 
March, Tnrgosz was found guilty of 
four counts of violating building and 
sanitation codes and paid $900 in fines 
and court costs. 


A spokesman for the village prose- 


cutor's office said village officials 
have signed complaints charging 10 
more code violations and will take 
those complaints to court Dec. 6. 


Richard Cosby of the attorney gen- 


eral's office said that agency's corn- 
paint was based on water tests that 


showed "extremely high levels" of or- 
ganic and Inorganic chemicals. 


"Tills material is withdrawing large 


amunts of oxygen from the water, and 
you can't have that if the stream is 
going to be viable for wildlife," he 
said. 


"THESE STANDARDS have been in 


effect for three or four years," he 
said. "The company didn't feel it was 
necessary to comply earlier, but tills 
suit will help persuade them." 


Clausen acknowledged the firm has 


spilled chemicals but "in very minute 
amounts." It hired a laboratory to 
conduct water tests of its own, he 
said, and these tests concluded that 
the pollution levels were below "what 
you'd get from treated sewage."

BEKIHOVSKI PULLED out of the

His 
auto was struck by Paul's and his 
body and that of his passenger were 
thrown from the wreckage as. their 
car spun around. 


Schaumburg paramedics found their 


bodies several hundred feet from the 
scene of the crash on the northside of 
Golf Road.

Frank Earned may not have the 


key to your heart, but if there's a lock 
on it ho can either break in or make a 
new key for It. 


Barnctt and others of the locksmith 


profession ore handy that way. They 
are constantly rescuing the helpless 
who arc locked in, locked out or even 
locked up. 


"Talk about crazy things," said 


Barnctt, owner of Active Lock and 
Key, 811 Lee St., DCS Plalncs, "no one 
sees crazy things like we do. We see 
people in situations when they are 
just not themselves." 


A COUPLE of years ago, Barnctt 


was startled out of a sound sleep ear- 


ly on a Saturday morning by a frantic 
telephone call. He, like most area 
locksmiths, provides 24-hour-servlce 
and makes house calls. 


"This young fella just told me to get 


over to his apartment right away. I 
got over there and found him hand-

cuffed to a girl. It was his way of 
making sure she'd stay the night, but, 
In the morning, they couldn't find the 
key," he said. "It was embarrassing 
for them, but really pretty funny." 


The usual, run-of-the-mill calls for 


any locksmith include helping people 
break Into their cars or houses when 
they've locked their keys Inside and 
locked themselves out. 
' 


"It's a helpless, stupid feeling. It 


happens to everyone at one time or 
another. You're staring through the 
windows Into your car or house, look- 
Ing at the keys you locked in there 
and you can't get at them," said John 
P. Lydon, owner of Arlington Lock 
and Key, 1721 N. Patton Ave., Arling- 
ton Heights. 


LOCKSMITHS also arc called on to 


change door locks when a house has 
been burglarized, when homeowners 
have lost their keys and even when a 
couple Is seeking a divorc and wants 
to lock each other out. 


"Some of the things we get calls on 


arc unhappy. Ladies who are getting 
a divorce call us to come and change •' 
the locks on their house. Wo get there 
and the husband is yelling at her and 
at us," Barnett said. 


"One time, a husband came after 


me with a shotgun. I was out there 
just because his wife had called me. 
But, I just got my tools together and 
left quick," (ic said. 


Local police departments even have 


come to locksmiths for help. It hap- 
pened to Barnctt flvo months ago 
when the landlord of an apartment 
building in unincorporated Maine 
Township told Cook County Sheriff's 
police ono of his tenants was missing. 


BARNETT WAS hired by police to 


spring the lock on the apartment 
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door, revealing the tenant was dead 
inside. 


"Most of our calls are harmless, 


though. It seems like we never get the 
calls until after the fact. People usu- 
ally are In a panic. They realize 
they've dropped their keys down a 
garbage disposal or toilet, or that 
their child has swallowed a key," 
Barnett said. 
• Many of the emergencies locksm- 
iths are asked to assist with result 
from carelessness, Lydon sold. 


"A couple of years ago, I had a lady 


who locked herself Into a walk-in 
closet while she was getting ready to 
go out to a party. The closet door had 
a safety lock on it to protect' her 
clothes and valuables, and the lock 
jammed after the door shut behind 
her," Lydon said.. 


"I'VE HAD TOTS who have locked 


their mothers out of the car. The 
mother leaves the baby in the car for 
a minute with the keys in the ignition. 
She comes back to find the kid has 
pushed the door locks down," he said. 


There have even been times when 


customers have locked themselves out 
of their house or car a second time, 
only minutes after the locksmith has 
left. 


"That's when It starts to cost mon-. 


ey. We get the weirdest calls at night 
when an extra $15 or $20 is added to 
the regular charge for house calls," 
said Rene Goossens, manager of. the 
A-AIarm Lock, and Safe Service, 28 W. 
Busse Ave., Mount Prospect.. 


"Some people are security freaks. 


They are just scared to death that 
someone will break into their house, 
so they have us install all sorts of 
locks on their doors," he said. "Then, 


they lose their keys and lock them- 
selves out." 


LOCKSMITHS SAY they make hun- 


dreds of duplicate keys each year — 
between emergency calls — the same 
keys that people haphazardly lose or 
misplace. 


So, it's a never-ending battle to get 


people out of jams, get them into 
places and give them a secure, little 
niche in suburbia. 


"And we get a pretty good look at 


human nature while we're doing it," 
Barnett said:
